The  President  made  the  following  address  : 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of  the  School  Board  of  1897  :  I  thank 
you  sincerely,  one  and  all,  for  the  very  great  honor  you  have  con- 
ferred upon  me  in  electing  me  to  this  position.  It  is  indeed  a  very 
great  honor  to  be  a  member  of  the  Boston  School  Board.  It  is  a  still 
greater  honor  to  be  thought  worthy  to  preside  over  its  deliberations. 
While  I  recognize  and  appreciate  this  fully,  yet  I  am  mindful  of  the 
importance  and  responsibility  of  the  position ;  but  were  I  to  shrink 
from  this  responsibility  at  this  time  I  should  be  unworthy  of  the  con- 
fidence and  suffrages  of  the  people,  as  well  as  the  respect  and  confi- 
dence of  this  Board.  I  confess  fully  that  it  is  with  great  misgivings 
that  I  enter  upon  the  duties  of  this  office,  especially  when  I  think  of 
and  recall  the  able,  efficient,  and  honorable  gentlemen  who  have  pre- 
ceded me,  and  who  have  succeeded  so  admirably  in  despatching  the 
business  of  this  Board  and  caring  for  the  interests  of  the  schools  of 
the  city.  I  know  it  is  not  an  easy  position  to  fill,  but  I  can  assure 
you   I  shall  do  all  in  my  power  to  perform  the  duties  faithfully.     I

shall  endeavor  to  treat  the  business  in  a  fair  and  considerate  manner, 
and  as  all  matters  are  presented,  so  far  as  in  my  power  lies,  I  shall 
give  them  the  attention  to  which  they  are  entitled.  As  you  well  know, 
it  has  not  been  customary  in  the  past  for  presidents  to  address  you  at 
length  or  lay  out  any  plans  for  the  Board,  therefore  I  shall  follow  in 
their  footsteps.  I  know,  in  view  of  the  pleasant  relations  always  ex- 
isting between  us,  I  shall  receive  your  consideration  and  loyal  support. 
There  are  a  few  things  to  which  I  should  like  to  make  a  brief  allusion 
at  this  time.  While  there  has  been  a  great  deal  accomplished  by  the 
Board  in  the  way  of  providing  accommodations  for  the  children,  there 
remains  a  great  deal  to  be  done  in  the  way  of  carrying  to  completion 
new  school  buildings  in  this  city.  I  think  you  will  all  agree  with  me 
when  I  say  that  no  Primary  or  Grammar  School  children  in  this  city 
should  be  deprived  of  proper  accommodations  and  facilities  to  enable 
them  to  gain  an  education  to  fit  them  for  substantial  and  loyal  Ameri- 
can citizenship.  Again,  there  come  from  different  sections  of  the 
city  urgent  requests  for  increased  High  School  accommodations. 
This,  fellow-members,  I  think  should  receive  early  attention  and 
serious  consideration  from  this  Board,  and  provision  should  be  made 
for  new  High  School  buildings  where  they  are  required,  as  early  as  the 
conditions  will  warrant.  Again,  our  Normal  School,  which  has  done 
such  splendid  work  in  the  past,  should  not  be  hampered  in  the  way 
in  which  it  is.  A  new  building  should  be  erected,  and  so  thoroughly 
equipped  that  it  will  be  second  to  none  in  the  Commonwealth. 
Again  thanking  you  for  the  honor  conferred,  I  await  the  pleasure 
of  the  Board.

The  average  annual  increase  for  the  last  three 
years  has  been  16  per  cent.  ;  and  if  the  same  rate  of  increase  should 
continue  for  the  next  three  years,  the  number  of  pupils  at  the  end  of 
that  time  would  be  500.  The  building  now  occupied  by  the  Girls » 
High  School  and  the  Girls'  Latin  School  is  none  too  large  for  the 
Girls'  High  School  alone.  Although  it  was  originally  designed  for 
925  pupils  only,  it  now  contains  nearly  1,300.  If  there  should  be 
any  further  increase  in  the  membership  of  either  of  these  schools 
next  year,  it  would  be  physically  impossible  for  the  present  building 
to  accommodate  all  the  pupils  of  both  schools.

Our  company  has  a  good  standing  in  the  community,  and  we  have 
our  apparatus  or  system  in  a  large  number  of  school  buildings  in 
Boston,  and  our  standing  and  future  business  may  be  injured  unless 
an  answer  is  made  to  the  Mayor's  message.

The  Fuller  &  Warren  Warming  and  Ventilating  Company  never  re- 
ceived any  notice  or  invitation  to  attend  a  hearing  in  December  last, 
given  by  His  Honor.  The  company  was  never  called  upon  or  asked 
for  any  explanation  whatever  of  the  matters  and  things  arising  at 
that  hearing.  It  never  knew  that  charges  were  made  against  it. 
It  stands  prepared,  at  any  time  that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  or  your 
committee  may  appoint,  to  meet  any  allegations  made  against  the 
company. 

From  an  examination  of  the  newspaper  reports  of  the  statements 
made  at  the  hearing  which  His  Honor  gave,  we  fail  to  see  any  reason- 
able ground  for  a  withdrawal  of  the  approval  of  the  contract  made 
with  the  company.  The  contract  was  duly  awarded  to  us  by  the 
committee;  has  been  signed  and  approved  as  the  law  requires,  and 
the  surety  bond  of  three  thousand  dollars  for  its  faithful  fulfilment 
has  been  duly  filed. 

The  company  addresses  this  communication  to  the  School  Com- 
mittee, as  the  communication  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor  has  gone  to 
your  Board.  The  tenor  of  His  Honor's  message  would  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  he  thinks  the  matter  rests  with  the  School  Committee  as 
being  the  body  which  awarded  the  contract.  Of  course  the  company 
claims  that  the  withdrawal  of  the  approval  of  His  Honor  has  no 
effect  upon  the  contract  under  the  circumstances.

In  obedience  to  this  order,  I  respectfully  report  that  in  my  judg- 
ment good  reasons  exist  for  excepting  from  the  operation  of  the 
Regulation  cited  the  masters  of  the  following-named  districts : 
Charles  Sumner,  Dearborn,  Eliot,  Emerson,  Hancock,  Hugh, 
O'Brien,  Lowell,  Mather,  Washington  Allston,  and  Wells. 

The  reasons  for  these  exceptions  are  two.  First,  the  large  number 
of  pupils  in  each  district  named,  and,  second,  the  fact  that  in  each 
district  there  are  four  or  more  separate  buildings  in  which  the  schools 
are  placed.  In  some  of  the  districts  above  named,  the  principals  re- 
ported that  they  had  complied  with,  and  others  that  they  had  been 
unable  to  comply  with,  the  Regulation  requiring  them  to  give  ten 
hours  a  week  to  instruction  in  their  schools;  but  to  this  fact  I  have 
paid  no  attention,  for  it  seemed  better  to  base  the  exceptions  strictly 
and  exclusively  upon  the  two  reasons  that  have  been  given. 

I  have  now,  perhaps,  responded  to  the  order  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee as  fully  as  was  expected,  and  yet  I  do  not  feel  that  I  have 
discharged  my  whole  duty  in  relation  to  the  matter.  There  is  more 
that  needs  to  be  said.  The  study  which  I  have  given  the  subject  has 
led  me  to  a  conclusion  which  seems  to  deserve  the  consideration  of 
the  School  Committee. 

My  conclusion  is  this,  that  so  much  of  Section  196  of  the  Regula- 
tions as  requires  principals  "  to  give  an  average  of  at  least  two  hours 
a  day  to  instruction  in  their  schools"  is  not  beneficial  in  its  opera- 
tion and  ought  to  be  repealed.  This  requirement  annoys  those 
masters  who  cannot  fulfil  it,  with  a  sense  of  apparent  failure  to  meet 
all  the  demands  of  their  office ;  it  suggests  to    other  masters,  who 
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could  easily  teach  more  than  two  hours  a  day,  that  they  might  be 
exceeding  their  duty  by  doing  so;  and  it  denies  to  all  masters  the  free 
exercise  of  their  best  discretion  in  the  distribution  of  their  time 
amongst  the  various  functions  of  their  office. 

Moreover,  it  seems  to  imply  a  want  of  confidence  in  the  masters, 
which  the  facts  would  hardly  justify.  Now  the  withholding  of  con- 
fidence i^  not  a  good  principle  of  administration.  A  better  principle 
is  to  grant  confidence  freely,  even  at  the  risk  of  occasional  abuse 
of  it.  It  is  the  largely  trusted,  not  the  suspiciously  watched,  agents 
or  employees  who  render  best  service. 

I  would,  therefore,  leave  every  master  perfectly  free,  so  far  as 
regulations  are  concerned,  to  use  his  time  in  whatsoever  part  of  his 
district  his  presence  might  do  the  most  good,  and  in  whatsoever  man- 
ner he  deems  best  for  the  whole  of  his  schools.  And  I  would  have 
his  service  estimated,  not  by  the  nearness  or  remoteness  of  his  com- 
pliance with  a  fixed  rale,  but  rather  by  the  general  condition  and 
efficiency'  of  the  schools  of  his  district.  This  general  condition  of 
the  schools  in  each  district  is  always  known,  for  there  are  officers  — 
the  Supervisors  —  whose  particular  duty  it  is,  by  constant  visitation, 
to  keep  their  information  on  this  point  always  full  and  recent. 

Should  any  master  be  observed  not  to  be  spending  his  time  to  the 
best  advantage,  the  necessary  suggestions  or  advice  could  be  given 
him  by  the  Supervisor  or  by  the  Superintendent.  Undoubtedly  such 
advice  would  be  given  in  the  future,  without  a  regulation,  as  it  has 
been  given  in  the  past,  with  a  regulation.  This  would  be  a  proced- 
ure more  pleasant  and  more  likely  to  be  effectual  than  calling  upon 
all  the  masters  severally  to  report  upon  the  fact  and  degree  of  their 
compliance  with  or  departure  from  a  fixed  rule.

Subsequently,  the  School  Com- 
mittee were  notified  by  His  Honor  the  Mayor  that  he  must  withhold 
his  approval   of  the  taking  of  any  portion  of  said  lot   for  a  High 
School  site  unless  this  Board  authorize  payment  out  of  its  funds  of 
a  price  which  the  Board  of  Street  Commissioners  shall  pronounce, 
with  his  approval,  to  be  a  fair  one. 

On  Oct.  27,  1896,  your  committee  presented  the  following  report, 
which  was  accepted  and  ordered  to  be  sent  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor, 
by  a  unanimous  vote  : 

Your  committee  would  gladly  cooperate  with  the  Mayor  or  any 
department  of  the  city  government  in  any  way  that  will  effect  a 
financial  saving  to  the  city  and  not  interfere  with  the  work  of  the 
respective  departments,  and  this  Board  has  frequently  granted  the 
use  of  the  school  buildings  to  city  departments  to  save  the  expense 
of  hiring  private  property.  The  principle  advocated  in  the  letter  of 
the  Mayor,  that  in  the  surrender  of  any  property  by  any  department 
to  the  city,  the  party  surrendering  the  same  should  be  paid  or  cred- 
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ited  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  property,  is  one  which  has 
always  been  urged  by  this  Board,  and  your  committee  has  tried  in 
vain  to  "nave  this  principle  established  with  reference  to  the  surrender 
of  school  property  to  the  city.  Your  committee  protests,  however, 
against  this  attempt  to  make  the  School  Committee  pay  for  property 
now  owned  by  the  city,  when  the  city  has  universally  taken  the  pro- 
ceeds of  property  surrendered  by  the  School  Committee  for  other 
than  school  purposes,  in  spite  of  the  request  of  this  Board  that  the 
proceeds  be  applied  for  building  and  furnishing  of  new  school- 
houses.  If  this  principle  is  to  be  carried  to  its  logical  extent,  pay.- 
ment  should  also  be  made  by  the  city  for  school  lands  taken  for 
street  widenings,  .and  in  at  least  three  cases  during  the  present  year 
parts  of  school-yards  have  been  taken  for  this  purpose.  If  "the 
maintenance  of  a  separation  between  the  finances  of  the  water 
system  and  those  of  the  city  generally  is  one  of  the  most  important 
principles  of  municipal  finance,"  as  the  Mayor  asserts,  much  more 
important  is  the  principle  as  to  the  School  Committee  and  the  city 
generally,  where  the  separation  is  so  marked  that,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  present  Corporation  Counsel,  the  School  Committee  is  not  a 
"  department"  of  the  city  government.  Furthermore,  when  school- 
house  sites  have  been  surrendered,  the  property  has  been  sold  to 
individuals  and  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  have  gone  into  the  city 
treasury,  but  in  the  proposed  action  with  reference  to  the  Reservoir 
site,  it  is  a  use  of  the  same  property  by  the  city  for  another  public 
purpose. 

As  to  the  merits  of  the  Reservoir  lot  for  high-school  purposes, 
your  committee  would  say  that  Mayor  Curtis,  in  October,  1895, 
recommended  to  this  Board  the  use  of  the  Reservoir  lot  as  one  that 
would  be  satisfactory  to  everybody  concerned,  and  would  save  the 
city  at  least  .$55,000.  Accompanying  the  communication  of  Mayor 
Curtis  were  letters  from  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  City  Con- 
veyancer stating  that  the  title  to  the  lot  was  then  in  the  city  by  deed, 
and  therefore  could  be  used  for  any  public  purpose,  and  letters  from 
the  Water  Commissioner  and  the  City  Engineer  stating  that  the  lot 
would  not  be  required  for  the  Water  Department  and  could  be 
graded  for  use  for  a  school-house  site.  In  pursuance  of  the  arrange- 
ment then  consummated  between  Mayor  Curtis  and  this  Board,  and 
tor  the  purpose  of  saving  the  expense  of  acquiring  another  lot  when 
the  city  had  title  to  land  available  and  fit  for  school  purposes,  this 
Board,  on  Dec.  10,  1895,  passed  the  orders  suggested  by  Mayor 
Curtis,  and  on  January  2,  of  the  present  year,  the  City  Council 
passed  the  order  for  the  surrender  of  the  Reservoir  site  to  the  School 
Committee,  to    be  used   for  a   high  school    "  whenever    the  Water 
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Commissioner  shall  notify  the  Mayor  that  the  same  is  no  longer 
needed  for  the  Water  Department."  No  suggestion  was  then  made 
as  to  payment  by  this  Board  for  the  land  so  surrendered,  and  the 
first  notice  to  this  Board  of  the  abandonment  by  the  Water  Depart- 
ment is  in  the  letter  of  His  Honor  the  Mayor  sent  to  the  Board  at  its 
last  meeting,  refusing  to  carry  out  the  arrangement  consummated 
under  the  last  city  administration  unless  school  funds  to  the  amount 
of  the  present  value  of  said  lot  be  diverted  to  the  Water  Department. 
Your  committee  insists  that,  with  all  the  demands  now  being  made 
upon  this  Board  for  new  school  buildings  in  all  parts  of  the  city,  it 
cannot  afford  to  pay  the  city  for  public  land,  and  protests  against  the 
application  to  the  School  Committee  in  the  first  instance  of  a  princi- 
ple which  has  never  been  recognized  when  the  committee  has  sur- 
rendered property. 

Your  committee  is  informed  by  the  Sixth  Division  Committee  that 
it  is  their  desire,  as  well  as  that  of  the  advocates  of  a  South  Boston 
High  School,  that  the  school-house  be  built  on  the  Reservoir  lot. 
Under  these  circumstances  your  committee  recommends  that  this 
Board  decline  to  authorize  any  payment  out  of  its  funds  for  any  part 
of  the  Reservoir  site ;  that  His  Honor  the  Mayor  be  respectfully 
requested  to  approve  the  selection  of  so  much  of  the  Reservoir  lot  in 
Thomas  park,  South  Boston,  as  the  Committee  on  School  Houses 
shall  select  for  a  high-school  site,  and  that  a  copy  of  this  report  be 
sent  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor.

Mr.  Anderson,  for  the  same  committee,  who  were  re-

Mr.  Anderson,  for  the  same  committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  —  Feb.  23  —  a  communication  from  the  City 
Council  relative  to  the  suspension  of  school  sessions  on 
stormy  days,  reported  that  this  matter  has  been  before 
the  Board  several  times.  In  the  year  1891  an  order 
was  introduced  to  provide  for  the  suspension  of  the 
morning  sessions  of  the  public  schools  whenever,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Superintendent,  the  condition  of  the 
weather  was  such  that  the  health  of  the  pupils  would  be 
injured  by  their  attendance  upon  that  session.  The 
Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  whom  the 
order  was  referred,  presented  the  following  report,  which 
is  also  a  statement  of  the  facts  as  they  exist  to-day: 


The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  whom  was  referred 
—  Nov.  27  —  an  order  "  that  the  Superintendent  he  authorized  to 
discontinue  the  morning  sessions  of  the  public  schools  whenever,  in 
his  opinion,  the  condition  of  the  weather  is  such  that  the  health  of 
the  pupils  will  be  injured  by  their  attendance  upon  that  session,  and 
that  he  be  authorized  to  make  similar  arrangements  to  apply  to  this 
session  as  now  exist  in  relation  to  the  afternoon  session,"  report  that 
there  are  undoubtedly  good  reasons  for  considering  sucb  a  proposi- 
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tion  favorably,  but  upon  investigation  doubts  arise  concerning  tbe 
practical  difficulties  and  objections  to  be  overcome.  Many  years 
ago  the  School  Committee  passed  a  vote  providing  for  the  sus- 
pension of  the  morning  sessions  of  the  schools  in  very  stormy 
weather,  and  at  the  very  next  meeting  rescinded  the  vote  on  account 
of  an  unfortunate  demonstration  of  the  practical  working  of  the 
plan.  It  is  perhaps  sufficient  to  state  that  the  day  on  which  the 
signal  for  no  school  was  given  proved  to  be  one  of  the  finest  of  the 
season.  In  1 870  a  regulation  providing  for  no  morning  session  of 
the  schools  in  stormy  weather  was  adopted,  and  after  trial  of  one 
year  this  regulation  was  abolished.  Ten  years  later,  when  this  ex- 
perience had  passed  from  the  memory  of  the  members  of  the  Board, 
the  proposition  was  renewed,  and  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions of  1886  reported  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  adopt  the  suggestion. 
In  November,  18^8,  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  were 
requested  to  consider  the  expediency  of  providing  a  signal  for  no 
morning  session  of  the  schools  whenever  a  severe  storm  was  in 
progress.  This  committee  in  their  report  stated  that  there  were  "no 
fire-alarm  bells  in  the  city  proper  north  of  Dover  street,  with  the 
exception  of  the  bell  on  Faneuil  Hall,  and  therefore  no  signal  could 
be  given  to  the  residents  of  this  large  district.  In  view  of  this  fact, 
and  for  many  other  reasons  unnecessary  to  mention  in  this  report, 
your  Committee  consider  the  order  impracticable,  and  that  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  take  further  action  in  the  matter."  This  report  was  laid 
on  the  table,  and  in  the  succeeding  February  (1889)  was  taken  up 
for  consideration,  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  School  Houses. 
The  latter  committee  reported  that  they  believed  there  were  strong 
reasons  why  a  signal  to  dispense  with  the  morning  sessions  of  the 
schools  should  be  given  ;  that  in  their  opinion  the  chief  objection  to 
the  proposition  would  be  removed  if  some  provision  could  be  made 
to  notify  the  people  where  the  bells  had  been  cut  out.  On  the 
recommendation  of  that  committee,  the  Board  requested  the  City 
Council  to  replace  three  fire-alarm  bells  in  the  city  proper  so  that 
the  signal  could  be  given.  The  bells  were  not  replaced,  and  here 
the  subject  has  rested  until  the  present  time.  We  give  these  facts 
to  show  that  this  matter  has  been  previously  carefully  considered. 
The  Fire  Department  have  continued  the  cutting  out  of  the  fire- 
alarm  bells.  The  dispensing  with  the  bells  we  believe  is  one  of  the 
chief  objections  to  giving  the  morning  signal.  We  understand  that 
the  bells  are  being  cut  out  as  rapidly  as  the  engine  companies  are 
made  permanent.  At  present  the  bells  north  of  Northampton  street, 
with  the  single  exception  of  that  on  Faneuil  Hall,  have  been  cut  out. 
At  present  the  masters  can  send  pupils  to  the  nearest  police  station 
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or  engine-house  at  a  quarter  before  twelve  and  thus  ascertain  if  the 
signal  for  one  session  is  given.  In  the  morning  this  could  not  he 
done,  for  there  would  be  no  master  or  pupils  at  school  early  in  the 
morning  to  send  for  such  information,  and  if  the  pupils  came  to 
school  they  might  as  well  remain. 

There  is  some  doubt  if  the  signals  are  heard  in  all  sections  of  the 
outlying  districts,  on  account  of  the  long  distances  between  the  loca- 
tions of  the  fire-alarm  bells.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  many  of 
the  parents  now  exercise  a  proper  discretion  in  sending  their  children 
out  in  stormy  weather,  and  we  fear  there  are  very  many  children 
who  if  they  were  not  in  school  would  be  on  the  streets. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  pupils  sometimes  suffer  in  rank  and 
studies  by  absences  from  school  in  stormy  weather.  We  trust  this  is 
but  a  prejudicial  supposition.  We  should  be  sorry  to  believe  that 
any  teacher  would  adopt  a  practice  so  unfair  and  objectionable. 
Early  in  the  present  year  this  committee  was  requested  to  report  on 
the  expediency  of  not  recording  absences  of  pupils  on  account  of 
their  inability  to  reach  school  on  very  stormy  days.  Your  committee 
unanimously  reported  that  it  would  be  very  unwise  to  adopt  such  a 
suggestion.  There  would  arise  many  cases  of  doubt.  What  one 
might  consider  a  very  stormy  day  another  might  not.  There  would 
be  many  conflicting  opinions,  and  the  school  statistics  would  become 
unreliable  and  the  records  falsely  kept. 

This  committee,  after  a  very  careful  consideration  of  the  order 
referred,  and  weighing  the  advantages  of  such  a  plan  as  proposed, 
with  the  practical  difficulties  in  carrying  it  out,  with  the  experience 
of  the  past,  and  for  other  reasons,  report  that  the  order  ought  not  to 
pass. 

Owing  to  the  cutting  out  of  the  fire-alarm  bells  which 
prevents  the  masters  of  nearly  all  of  the  schools  from 
hearing  whether  the  "  one-session  "  signal  has  been  given 
or  not,  the  Superintendent  has  authorized  the  masters  to 
dismiss  (heir  schools  at  the  close  of  the  morning  sessions 
at  their  discretion  on  stormy  days,  but  in  every  case  of 
such  dismissal  they  are  required  to  make  a  written  report 
to  him, 

Under  the  present  circumstances  your  committee  are 
unable  to  report  any  practicable  arrangement  for  notify- 
ing parents  and  scholars  of  the  suspension  of  morning 
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sessions  if  such  should  be  ordered,  and  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  present  system  works  as  well  as  any  that  can  be 
devised  without  the  incurring  of  considerable  expense. 
They  recommend  that  the  City  Council  be  respectfully 
informed  that  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board  it  is  inex- 
pedient to  take  any  action  in  this  matter  at  the  present 
time. 

Accepted,  and  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
adopted.

this  subject  their  careful  and  earnest  attention,  and  have 
also  obtained  the  views  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with 
regard  to  the  matter,  who  report  that  they  find  that  the 
average  number  of  medals  awarded  the  last  six  years  is 
twenty-one.  If  twenty-one  medals  were  to  be  distributed 
among  all  the  High  Schools  at  the  present  time  in  pro- 
portion to  the  respective  number  of  pupils  in  their 
graduating  classes,  and  so  as  to  give  each  school  at  least 
one  medal,  six  of  these  schools  would  receive  only  one 
medal  each,  two  schools  would  receive  two  each,  one 
school  three,  and  two  schools  four  each.  In  more  than 
half  of  the  schools,  therefore,  a  medal  would  be  used  as 
a  prize  for  the  first  scholar  of  the  graduating  class,  while 
in  the  remaining  schools  medals  could  be  given  only  to 
the  first  two,  three,  or  four  scholars.  Thus  the  com- 
petition for  medals  would  be  confined  to  only  a  few 
scholars,  and  among  these  emulation  would  become 
correspondingly  more  keen.  Under  the  present  basis  of 
distribution  eight  to  fifteen  medals  are  offered  in  the 
Boys'  Latin  School  and  also  in  the  English  High  School, 
and    the  evils   of   competition  are  not    so   pronounced, 
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although  even  in  these  schools  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
regard  the  offering  of  prizes  as  a  questionable  policy, 
and  believe  that  the  evil  effects  will  become  far  more 
serious  if  the  basis  of  competition  should  be  narrowed,  as 
it  must  be  if  the  number  of  medals  offered  in  each  school 
is  decreased,  and  they  also  feel  that  girls  should  not  be 
admitted  to  the  competition  and  subjected  to  the  stimulus 
of  prizes. 

With  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  your 
committee  coincide.  They  feel  unwilling,  therefore,  to 
recommend  any  plan  by  which  the  Franklin  Medals 
shall  be  awarded  in  any  schools  other  than  those  in 
which  they  are  now  awarded.  As  to  the  continuance 
of  the  present  plan  of  distributing  these  medals  among 
the  pupds  of  the  English  High  and  Boys'  Latin  Schools, 
your  committee  are  not  yet  prepared  to  present  a  final 
report.  There  is  an  element  of  historic  interest  in  con- 
nection with  the  awarding  of  the  Franklin  Medals  to  the 
pupils  of  these  two  schools  which  ought  to  be  taken  into 
account,  and  which,  perhaps,  would  make  it  desirable  to 
continue  the  present  method. 

However,  as  this  matter  will  be  taken  up  in  connection 
with  the  general  subject  of  school  trust  funds,  which  a 
special  committee  has  been  appointed  to  consider,  your 
committee  recommend  that  no  further  action  be  taken  by 
the  Board  at  the  present  time.

for  the  consideration  of  the  Board  : 

The  most  desirable  system  for  the  installation  of  the 
necessary  sanitary  accommodations  in  school  buildings 
is  a  matter  with  regard  to  which  there  is  a  wide  diver- 
gence of  opinion  on  the  part  of  experts  and  school 
authorities.  An  ideal  system  must  be  convenient  of 
access,  not  likely  to  get  out  of  repair,  durable,  easily 
operated,  and,  above  all  else,  free  from  objectionable 
and  unhealthful  odors.  Various  methods  have  been  tried 
during  the  last  few  vears  for  which  much  has  been 
claimed  and  little  realized.  The  problem  of  a  perfect 
system  of  sanitation  has  not  yet  been  solved,  nor,  in  the 
opinion  of  your  committee,  is  perfection  likely  to  be  at- 
tained in  the  near  future. 

An  easy  and,  we  believe,  a  satisfactory  method  is 
within  our  reach  :  viz.,  the  separation  of  the  sanitary  ac- 
commodations from  the  school  building,  but  in  its  near 
vicinity.  This  arrangement  is  in  use  in  England,  Ger- 
many, France,  and  other  European  countries,  and  is 
meeting  with  general  approbation.  The  detached  build- 
ings in  which  the  requisite  facilities  are  situated  are, 
in  some  cases,  especially  in  Paris,  connected  with  the 
school-house  by  covered  passages,  thus  obviating  the 
necessity  of  exposing  the  children  to  the  inclemency  of 
the  weather,  and  providing  a  convenient  means  of  access. 

Such  premises  can  be  easily  and  successfully  venti- 
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lated  without  the  possibility  of  any  offensive  odors  per- 
meating the  sehool  building.  They  can  also  be  properly 
heated,  either  by  the  main  heating-system  or  by  an  in- 
dependent apparatus  requiring  but  little  attention  on  the 
part  of  the  janitor.  Your  committee  are  informed  that 
this  method  is  in  successful  operation  in  an  adjoining 
city. 

Your  committee  are  aware  that  it  might  not  be  prac- 
ticable to  adopt  their  recommendation  in  the  more 
crowded  portions  of  the  city,  where  every  foot  of  yard- 
room  is  valuable  and  the  cost  of  the  site  is  equal  or  in 
excess  of  that  of  the  building,  but  they  believe  it  desir- 
able to  thoroughly  test  this  system  in  a  location  where 
such  reasons  for  its  exclusion  do  not  obtain,  and  they 
therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order  :

The  Secretary  of  the  School  Committee  brought  to  me  recently  for 
approval  a  contract  for  the  erection  of  a  new  school-house,  in  which 
a  clause  of  the  character  above  referred  to  appeared  in  the  printed 
form,  as  prepared  by  the  Corporation  Counsel,  but  had  been  stricken 
uut  before  signing  by  vote  of  the  Committee  on  School  Houses.  The 
contract  did  not  bear  the  usual  certificate  of  approval  as  to  form  by 
the  Corporation  Counsel,  who  had  declined  to  give  it  on  account  of 
the  elimination  of  this  clause  from  the  contract.  I  informed  your 
Secretary  that,  as  this  clause  was  inserted  in  pursuance  of  the  gen- 
eral policy  which  it  had  seemed  proper  to  the  executive  to  adopt,  I 
did  not  feel  disposed  to  approve  the  contract  with  this  clause  stricken 
out,  at  least  unless  the  question  was  brought  before  the  whole  School 
Committee  and  formally  voted  upon.  Without  questioning  the  gen- 
eral authority  given  by  the  School  Committee  to  its  Committee  on 
School  Houses,  it  seemed  to  me  that  1  should  not  assent  to  the  use 
of  a  different  form  of  contract  by  tlie  School  Committee  from  that 
now  used  by  other  departments  of  the  city  in  the  erection  of  build- 
ings, without  the  action  of  the  whole  committee  upon  the  important 
question  of  policy  involved. 

I  take  the  liberty  of  indicating  the  general  considerations  which  led 
to  the  insertion  of  the  clause  in  question  in  the  form  of  building  con- 
tracts, by  quoting  the  following  from  a  letter  which  I  recently  had 
occasion  to  write  in  regard  to  this  matter: 

"  There  has  been  for  years  much  complaint  on  the  part  of  wage- 
earners  against  the  operation  of  the  unrestricted  contract  system  in 
the  performance  of  public  work.  They  have  argued  that,  while  the 
proposition  that  high  wages  were  in  the  public  interest  was  generally 
accepted,  the  policy  adopted  by  municipalities  —  differing  widely 
from  that  of  private  indi  viduals  —  of  awarding  contracts  to  the  lowest 
bidder  on  unrestricted  competitive  bids  inevitably  tended  to  reduce 
the  highest  prevailing  rates  of  wages  in  the  trades  affected.     Public 
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bodies  —  in  this  State  at  least  —  have  almost  universally  adopted  the 
policy  of  paying  the  highest  market  rates  of  wages  to  labor  employed 
directly  by  them ;  and  they  have  then  proceeded  to  neutralize  this 
policy  to  a  great  extent  by  encouraging  contractors  to  employ  as 
cheap  labor  as  possible,  in  order  to  be  able  to  make  low  bids. 
Where  a  considerable  degree  of  mechanical  skill  is  required,  as  it  is 
in  the  building  trades,  this  policy  results  in  an  inferior  quality  of 
work;  for  it  cannot  be  denied  that  in  any  given  locality  the  crafts- 
men who  receive  the  highest  rate  of  wages  do  better  work  than  those 
who  receive  a  lower  rate  of  wages. 

u  It  is  of  great  importance  that  municipal  buildings  should  be  so 
constructed  as  to  last  for  a  long  period  of  time  with  a  minimum 
amount  of  repairs.  It  will  be  hardly  disputed  that  public  buildings 
constructed  under  the  unrestricted  contract  system  have  by  no 
means  been  equal  to  the  best  buildings  erected  for  business  pur- 
poses by  private  individuals.  The  annual  repair  bill  of  the  city  of 
Boston  is  a  very  large  one;  in  my  opinion  it  would  not  be  as  great 
if  a  better  quality  of  construction  could  have  been  secured  in  the 
erection  of  our  public  buildings.  I  have,  after  a  great  deal  of 
attention  to  the  subject,  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  neither 
good  business  nor  good  public  policy  for  this  city  to  continue  to  award 
the  building  contracts  without  any  stipulation  as  to  character  of  the 
labor  to  be  employed.  The  contracts  for  the  largest  office  buildings 
recently  erected  in  this  city  have  been  awarded,  not  to  the  lowest 
bidders,  but  to  the  best  builders,  employing  the  best  and -most  highly 
paid  labor.  While  public  bodies  are  obliged  to  invite  open  com- 
petitive bids,  — not  because  that  is  the  best  method  of  securing  good 
work  at  the  lowest  fair  price,  but  because  it  is  the  only  way  by 
which  corruption  or  favoritism  can  be  properly  guarded  against,  — 
they  may  yet  protect  themselves,  as  well  as  the  wage-earners,  from" 
some  of  the  evils  of  the  system  by  inserting  in  contracts  certain  pro- 
visions as  to  rates  of  wages  to  be  paid  by  the  contractor. 

"  I  am  strengthened  in  these  conclusions  by  finding  that  they  are 
in  harmony  with  the  best  thought  and  practice  elsewhere,  if  not  here. 
The  London  County  Council  inserts  in  its  contracts  a  provision  that 
the  contractor  shall  pay  the  established  market  rate  of  wages,  and 
this  means  in  practice  the  scale  fixed  by  the  various  trades  unions. 
If  it  is  proper  for  our  national  government  to  impose  a  vast  expense 
upon  the  country,  through  a  protective  tariff,  mainly  for  the  pur- 
pose, according  to  its  advocates,  of  maintaining  wages  on  a  high 
level,  it  is  certainly  right  for  municipalities  to  see  that  their  con- 
tracts do  not  become  an  agency  for  pulling  down  that  which  the 
national  government  is  endeavoring  to  lilt  up. 
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"The  form  of  the  condition  above  mentioned  was  adopted  in  the 
belief  that  it  afforded  the  simplest  and  most  direct  method  of  securing 
the  payment  by  the  contractor  of  the  established  trades-union  scale 
of  wages.  The  object  is  not  to  establish  discrimination  between 
union  and  non-union  men  upon  public  work,  but  to  ensure  the  pay- 
ment to  all  of  the  full  rate  of  wages  established  in  the  trade,  and  the 
consequent  performance  of  a  higher  quality  of  work." 

If  your  committee  objects  to  the  clause  in  its  present  form,  but 
would  be  willing  to  accept  in  its  building  contracts  a  clause  that  the 
contractor  should  pay  to  the  men  employed  by  him  in  the  different 
trades  the  established  union  scale  of  wages  in  such  trades,  I  should 
be  quite  willing  to  approve  contracts  containing  such  a  clause.

The  undersigned,  a  minority  of  the  Committee  on  the  Ninth 
Division,  present  the  following  nomination,  on  probation,  of  a  can- 
didate for  the  position  of  sub-master  in  the  Christopher  Gibson 
District : 

Christopher  Gibson  District.  —  Frederick  W.  Shattuck,  sub- 
master. 

In  presenting  this  nomination  we  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as 
in  any  way  disparaging  the  work  of  the  women  teachers  in  the  public 
schools,  nor  to  undervalue  the  benefit  of  their  influence  upon  the. 
pupils  of  both  sexes,  but  we  do  not  consider  that  they  should  be 
elected  to  the  position  of  sub-master,  for  the  following  reasons  : 

1.  The  tendency  for  many  years  has  been  to  diminish  the  number 
of  male  instructors  in  the  schools,  and  at  the  present  time  a  very 
large  proportion  of  the  teachers  are  women.  In  our  opinion  there 
are  too  few  men  in  the  service  to-day,  and  we  are  reluctant  to  see 
their  number  still  further  decreased.  A  man's  broad  and  high 
influence  is  needed  in  the  training  of  boys,  and  in  our  opinion  it  has 
been  a  wise  policy  on  the  part  of  the  Board  for  many  years  to 
appoint  male  sub-masters  in  mixed  as  well  as  boys'  schools. 

2.  Under  the  present  rules,  sub-masters  are  allowed  in  boys' 
and  mixed  schools,  and  there  are  many  duties  connected  with  such 
schools  (the  care  of  the  boys  at  recess,  etc.),  which  it  would  not  be 
possible  for  a  woman  to  perform. 
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3.  Many  of  the  first  assistants  in  girls*  schools  (where  the  rank 
of  sub-master  is  not  allowed)  claim  that  they  are  called  upon  to 
perform  the  same  work  as  the  sub-master  s  in  the  boys'  and  mixed 
schools.  If  we  appoint  a  woman  a  sub-master,  we  should  imme- 
diately be  confronted  with  the  question  whether  in  common  justice 
to  these  first  assistants  their  salaries  should  not  be  raised.  In  most 
cases  the  expenses  of  a  man  with  a  family  to  support  are  more  than 
those  of  a  woman,  and  this  fact  was  taken  into  consideration  in  fixing 
the  salaries  of  the  sub-masters. 

4.  When  we  open  the  position  heretofore  occupied  by  men  to 
women  it  will  soon  become  evident  that  the  standard  of  the  qualifica- 
tions of  the  men  applying  for  the  position  will  be  lowered.  At 
present  many  male  teachers  who  possess  the  requirements  which  the 
city  of  Boston  is  anxious  to  obtain  in  her  schools  are  willing  to  enter 
the  service  as  first  assistants,  because  in  that  position  they  can  look 
forward  to  a  sub-mastership  and  eventually,  perhaps,  to  a  master- 
ship, whereas  if  women  are  allowed  to  enter  into  competition  (they 
being  numerically  in  excess  of  the  men,  and  their  consequent  chance 
of  appointment  greater)  male  teachers  possessing  the  highest  quali- 
fications would  not  enter  our  service,  because  they  could  not  afford 
to  do  so. 

Mr.  Bassett  moved  that  the  report  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Ninth  Division. 

Mr.  Allen  raised  the  point  of  order  that  a  minority 
report  could  not  be  presented  until  a  majority  report 
was   before  the  Board.

High  and  Latin  School  accommodations,"  and  have  requested  me  to 
support  such  a  petition,  I  think  it  proper,  after  having  fully  con- 
sidered the  important  financial  question  thus  presented,  to  formally 
communicate  to  the  School  Committee  my  attitude  upon  this  matter. 
By  chapter  408  of  the  Acts  of  1895  the  School  Committee  was 
given  by  the  Legislature  direct  authority  to  expend  for  "  the  build- 
ing and  furnishing  of  school-houses  "  the  sum  of  $2,200,000,  $500,000 
of  this  amount  to  be  available  for  expenditure  in  the  year  1895, 
$500,000  in  the  year  1896,  and  $400,000  in  each  of  the  years  1897, 
1898,  and  1899.  The  $500,000  authorized  to  be  expended  in  the  year 
1895  was  outside  of  the  debt  limit,  while  the  expenditures  for  each 
of  the  succeeding  years  were  to  be  within  the  debt  limit.  The  Act 
therefore  amounted  to  an  appropriation  by  the  Legislature  of  the 
sum  of  $1,700,000,  to  be  deducted  from  the  ordinary  borrowing 
capacity  of  the  city  in  the  four  years  1896  to  1899,  inclusive,  diminish- 
ing to  that  extent  the  money  which  could  be  borrowed  and  appropri- 
ated by  the  City  Council. 
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Under  this  Act  the  School  Committee  can  apply  any  part  of  the 
funds  thus  provided  for  additional  High  and  Latin  School  accom- 
modations ;  but  it  is  represented  that  owing  to  the  high  prices  of 
land  taken  for  school  sites,  and  owing  to  the  unexpectedly  large  cost 
of  the  construction  of  certain  school  buildings,  these  financial 
resources  will  all  be  required  to  bring  the  Primary  and  Grammar 
School  accommodations  abreast  with  the  requirements  of  the  rapidly 
increasing  demands,  and  that  the  committee  has  therefore  no  avail- 
able resources  for  meeting  present  needs  in  the  way  of  additional 
High  and  Latin  School  accommodations.  The  order  passed  by  the 
committee  does  not  state  whether  the  Legislature  is  to  be  petitioned 
to  provide  the  million  dollars  requested  within  the  debt  limit  of  the 
city,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  .$1,700,000  had  been  provided  under 
the  Act  referred  to,  or  outside  of  the  debt  limit,  and  I  understood 
from  the  President  of  the  committee  that  he  was  willing  to  frame  the 
petition  either  way  if  I  would  give  it  my  approval.  I  should  be 
unwilling,  in  any  case,  upon  general  financial  grounds,  to  support  a 
petition  to  have  a  further  loan  for  this  purpose  made  outside  of  the 
debt  limit,  but  1  was  disposed  to  assent  to  some  proposition  for 
securing  the  money  reasonably  required  for  the  purpose  inside  the 
debt  limit. 

As  the  full  responsibility  for  the  conduct  of  the  educational  system 
of  the  city  rests  upon  the  School  Committee,  I  have  not  felt  that  I 
was  called  upon  in  any  matters  coming  before  me  to  pass  upon  the 
educational  side  of  any  question  presented.  It  seems  to  me  to  be 
exclusively  within  the  province  of  the  School  Committee  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  conditions  require  that  additional  High  School 
accommodations  shall  be  provided,  and,  so  far  from  having  any  dis- 
position to  question  its  conclusions  upon  this  matter,  I  am  entirely 
willing  to  cooperate  with  the  committee,  within  the  limitations 
imposed  by  due  regard  for  the  general  financial  position  and  neces- 
sities of  the  city,  in  securing  the  means  of  meeting  these  wants ;  but 
the  question  whether  application  for  an  appropriation  within  the  debt 
limit  shall  be  made  at  the  State  House  or  at  City  Hall  is  one  of  vital 
importance.  The  securing  of  the  right  to  make  additional  loans 
outside  of  the  debt  limit  necessarily  involves  an  application  to  the 
Legislature;  but  the  City  Council  has  full  authority  to  appropriate 
money  inside  the  debt  limit  to  meet  any  needs  of  our  public  schools, 
and  it  seems  to  me  that  only  an  extraordinary  exigency,  such  as 
perhaps  existed  at  the  time  when  the  Act  of  1895  was  passed,  can 
justify  passing  over  the  City  Council  and  asking  the  Legislature  to 
make  a  direct  appropriation,  without  the  concurrence  of  the  City 
Council,  of  the  funds  of  the  city  of  Boston.     While  the  borrowing 
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capacity  of  the  city  for  the  current  year  has  been  already  reduced  by 
the  sum  of  .$400,000,  appropriated  by  the  Legislature  by  the  Act  of 
]895  to  the  uses  of  the  School  Committee,  a  sufficient  borrowing 
capacity  remains  to  enable  the  City  Council  to  provide  as  much 
money  as  can  reasonably  be  expended  within  this  year  for  additional 
High  and  Latin  School  accommodations.  At  this  date  the  city  still 
has  the  right  to  borrow  $1,737,000  during  this  municipal  year,  and  I 
am  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that,  instead  of  applying  to  the  Legis- 
lature, the  School  Committee  should  present  its  case  at  City  Hall  and 
ask  for  a  fair  appropriation  out  of  this  sum.  The  Finance  Committee 
is  about  to  begin  the  preparation  of  a  general  loan  order,  and  the 
time  is  therefore  ripe  for  presenting  the  application. 

So  far  as  my  own  action  is  concerned,  I  can  assure  the  School 
Committee  that,  if  it  will  formulate  a  proper  plan  for  the  expenditure 
during  this  year  of  a  reasonable  amount  of  money  to  meet  the  most 
pressing  necessities  of  the  situation  in  respect  to  such  increased 
accommodations,  I  shall  be  glad  to  recommend  such  an  appropriation 
to  the  City  Council,  and  to  assist  in  any  manner  in  my  power  in 
securing  it.

Director  of  Kindergartens  at  the  present  time.  [See  p.  105.] 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  reason  for  the  appointment  of  a 
Director  of  Kindergartens  was  the  need  of  more  frequent  and  expert 
supervision  than  the  Board  of  Supervisors  were  able  to  give.  An 
expert  kindergartner  is  not  yet  placed  on  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  the  present  hard-worked  members  of  the  Board  have  their  time 
most  completely  occupied  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the  schools  in 
other  directions.  Each  one  has  the  general  supervision  of  the 
Kindergartens  in  his  own  section,  but  with  little  time  to  devote  to  trie 
subject  as  a  whole  or  in  its  connection  with  the  rest  of  the  school 
system.  To  leave  the  Kindergartens  without  direct  supervision 
would  be,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  a  step  backward,  a 
retrograde  movement. 

While  the  Kindergarten  has  been  increased  as  fast  as  provision  has 
been  made  for  it,  it  is  still  a  new  department  of  public  instruction, 
not  yet  fully  or  equally  organized  throughout  the  city.  There  are 
to-day  six  Grammar  districts  without  arty  Kindergarten  whatever,  and 
several  thickly  populated  districts  entreating  for  others.  The  estab- 
lishment and  equipment  of  these  new  Kindergartens,  with  the  proper 
selection  of  teachers,  require  the  knowledge  and  careful  supervision 
of  an  expert,  who  by  education  and  training  understands  the  subject. 

But  Kindergartens  need  more  than  supervision  :  they  need  constant 
direction  from  some  one  who  understands  the  principles  and  methods 
of  the  Kindergarten,  and  who  knows  from  practical  experience  how 
to  shape  and  guide  the  work,  and  especially  how  to  bring  it  into  re- 
lation with  the  other  grades  of  instruction.  That  the  Kindergarten 
and  the  Primary  work  may  be  continuous  and  unbroken,  that  the  Kin- 
dergarten may  so  help  the  pupils  as  to  shorten  the  present  Primary 
course  and  so  influence  that  course  as  to  enable  them  to  enter  the 
Grammar  grades  better  prepared  than  they  would  otherwise  be,  is 
the  hope  and  expectation  of  your  committee,  and  for  these  problems 
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they  need    the  assistance  of  a  competent  kindergartner,  of  broad 
mind,  wide  culture,  and  thorough  education. 

Beside  the  daily  supervision  of  the  Kindergartens,  the  present 
director  has  charge  of  the  general  course  in  Kindergarten  which  all 
students  in  the  Normal  School  are  required  to  take  in  order  to  pre- 
pare them  to  apply  Kindergarten  methods  and  principles  to  other 
grades  of  work  ;  and  also  the  general  supervision  of  the  special  course 
in  Kindergarten  given  in  the  Normal  School  to  those  pupils  who 
intend  to  become  Kindergarten  teachers.  Before  the  appointment  of 
the  Director  we  were  dependent  upon  private  benevolence  for  this 
work. 

The  afternoons  of  the  Director  are  devoted  to  classes  and  meetings 
with  the  teachers,  for  advanced  study  of  educational  subjects,  for 
planning  of  the  weekly  work  and  consideration  of  methods,  for  dis- 
cussion of  educational  problems,  for  consideration  and  planning  for 
mothers'  meetings,  and  for  giving  individual  help  and  consulting  with 
the  teachers  in  regard  to  work  observed  in  various  Kindergartens. 
The  need  of  professional  help  on  the  part  of  the  Kindergarten 
teachers  is  very  great.  Many  of  them  are  young  and  inexperienced, 
though  full  of  the  enthusiasm  which  requires  guidance  and  leadership. 

The  Director  must  also  arrange  for  the  placing  and  supervision  of 
Normal  students  who  are  observing  in  the  city  Kindergartens,  and 
finally  she  must  attend  to  the  examination  in  Kindergarten  theory  and 
practice  of  all  the  candidates  for  the  Boston  certificate,  and  report 
upon  all  Kindergarten  teachers  on  probation. 

It  will  be  observed  that  as  other  cities  incorporate  the  Kindergarten 
into  the  public  school  system,  they  invariably  create  the  special 
office  of  Supervisor  of  Kindergartens.  Until  Boston  can  do  this,  it 
would  seem  inexpedient  and  impolitic  to  dispense  with  a  director  of 
this  department. 

In  connection  with  the  foregoing  report,  Mrs.  Fifield 

read  the  following  :

tion and  expert  direction,  the  office  of  Director  of  Kindergarten  can- 
not be  abolished  at  the  present  time  without  serious  detriment.

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The  Joint  Committee  on  Examinations  and  Hygiene  and  Physical 
Training,  after  hearing-  the  petitions  for  an  increased  amount  of 
physical  training  in  the  public  schools,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  fol- 
lowing brief  report : 

As  the  city  becomes  more  densely  populated  the  opportunities  for 
normal  and  healthy  exercise  by  children  become  less  and  less.  A 
generation  ago  the  boys  and  girls  in  most  parts  of  the  city  were  within 
easy  reach  of  open  lots,  or  suburban  spaces,  where  they  could  play 
active  games;  but  with  the  growth  of  the  city  this  is  no  longer  true, 
and  it  has  become  necessary  for  the  schools  to  supply  a  want  unfelt 
in  the  past. 

The  Swedish  system  of  free  movements  in  use  in  the  Primary 
Schools  is  excellent  so  far  as  it  goes,  but  it  ought  to  be  supplemented 
by  a  larger  amount  of  physical  training.  This  is  still  more  neces- 
sary in  the  Grammar  Schools,  where  the  free  movements  alone  are 
far  from  sufficient  for  the  needs  of  the  older  children. 

The  additional  time  required  cannot  wisely  be  taken  from  the 
hours  now  devoted  to  study  either  in  the  Primary  or  Grammar 
Schools ;  for  the  period  of  study  in  American  schools  is  already 
shorter  than  that  in  the  schools  of  other  highly  civilized  nations,  and 
the  progress  of  the  children  in  education  is  less  rapid.  There  seems 
to  be  no  reason,  however,  why  in  schools  that  have  two  sessions  a 
part  or  the  whole  of  the  twenty-minute  recess  may  not  be  profitably 
used  for  a  system  of  games,  or  light  gymnastic  exercises,  conducted 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher.  The  mental  relaxation  and  the 
active  movement,  which  constitute  the  real  value  of  the  recess,  would 
be  quite  as  great  as  they  are  at  present. 

Among  the  pupils  in  the  High  Schools  the  need  of  physical  culture 
is  even  greater.  This  is  already  supplied  to  some  extent  in  the  case 
of  the  girls  by  gymnastic  exercises,  which  ought  to  be  extended  until 
in  every  High  School  there  is  a  properly  equipped  gymnasium,  and 
its  use  is  a  regular  part  of  the  curriculum.  In  the  case  of  the  boys 
the  only  physical  exercise  provided  is  that  of  military  drill.  Now  it 
is  the  universal  opinion  of  experts  that  the  drill  alone  does  not  furnish 
the  best  kind  of  physical  training;  that  it  ought  at  least  to  be  supple- 
mented by  regular  compulsory  work  in  a  gymnasium.  Such  work 
might  well  be  made  preparatory  to  a  somewhat  abridged  period  of 
drill.  A  year,  for  example,  might  be  devoted  to  it  with  great  advan- 
tage, and  every  boy  might  be  required  to  attain  a  certain  standard  of 
development  before  he  is  placed  in  the  school  regiment.

The  object  in  recommending  the  adoption  of  the  Frye's  Series  of 
Geographies  was  to  place  within  the  reach  of  our  teachers  some 
geography  in  addition  to  the  one  now  used.  The  present  geography  is 
almost  exclusively  a  commercial  and  political  geography.  If  I  could 
have  everything  just  as  I  would  like  it  in  the  schools,  I  would  have 
the  old  books  now  in  use  and  Frye's  Geographies  supplied  to  each 
class  in  about  equal  numbers,  for  the  reason  that  our  schools  are 
very  much  in  need  of  some  suitable  material  for  teaching  physical 
geography.  Proper  instruction  in  geography  cannot  be  given  unless 
there  be  a  basis  of  physical  geography  on  which  to  give  the  instruc- 
tion. 

.  It  is  the  desire  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  have  the  teachers  of 
this  city  furnished  with  the  apparatus  whereby  they  may  establish  our 
instruction  in  geography  on  the  right  basis ;  and  so  we  have  recom- 
mended the  best  series  of  books  we  could  find  for  that  purpose.

The  undersigned,  residents  of  that  part  of  Boston  known  as  Forest 
Hills  and  the  vicinity  thereof,  respectfully  represent  unto  your 
honorable  body  that  there  is  a  great  and  pressing  need  of  new 
school-house  accommodations  at  Forest  Hills;  that  the  two-room 
building  now  in  use  there  is  a  poor  one  and  poorly  located;  that  it  is 
much  overcrowded;  that  there  are  now  at  least  one  hundred  and  fifty 
pupils,  probably  two  hundred,  who  belong  at  Forest  Hills  and  who 
would  attend  school  at  the  new  school-house  when  one  is  built  upon 
the  Walk  Hill  lot,  who  now  go  to  Jamaica  Plain  for  school  accommo- 
dations. 

Your  petitioner  also  believes  that  there  are  at  least  one  hundred 
more  pupils  who  would  avail  themselves  of  school  privileges  if 
a  school-house  were  built,  and  in  our  judgment  there  are  at  least 
three  hundred  pupils  who  would  attend  school  in  such  new  school- 
house  were  it  built. 

Your  petitioner  also  believes  that  the  lack  of  proper  school  accom- 
modations at  Forest  Hills  is  now  retarding  the  natural  growth  of 
population  in  that  vicinity. 

We  would  therefore  respectfully  ask  and  pray  that  your  honora- 
ble Board  will,  as  soon  as  possible,  build  a  school-house  to  contain 
eight  or  ten  rooms  and  a  hall  upon  the  lot  already  owned  by  the  city 
for  that  purpose  on  Walk  Hill  street,  and  your  petitioner  asks  that 
they  may  be  granted  a  hearing  upon  this  matter  at  an  early  date.

The  Superintendent  stated  that  he  had  hoped  the  motion  to  re- 
commit would  prevail,  for  he  was  in  doubt  as  to  the  effect  of  the 
amendment  now  proposed.  The  whole  matter  was  one  of  exceeding 
importance,  full  of  delicate  issues,  which  should  be  treated  with  much 
care.  He  had  in  conversation  assented  to  the  idea  that  some  amend- 
ment designed  to  allay  certain  apprehensions  would  help  the  measure 
now  before  the  Board  ;  but  that  statement  was  made  without  full  con- 
sideration ;  and  since  the  debate  had  begun  he  had  felt  some  gather- 
ing doubts  as  to  the  full  effect  of  the  amendment  that  had  been 
submitted. 

It  would  be  remembered  by  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  expressed  an  opinion  on  the 
general  measure,  and  that  they  had  expressed  no  desire  whatever  to 
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be  clothed  with  the  duties  proposed ;  but  had  stated  that,  if  it  was  the 
pleasure  of  the  School  Board  to  place  those  duties  on  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  the  present  members  would  endeavor  to  discharge  those 
duties  to  the  best  of  their  abilities,  and  in  a  spirit  of  loyalty  to  public 
duty. 

He  could  not  conceive  that  any  Board  of  Supervisors  would 
undertake  to  force  upon  the  principal  of  a  school  a  nomination  of 
which  he  did  not  approve.  It  seemed  that  this  was  a  contingency 
which  did  not  need  to  be  provided  against  in  the  manner  proposed  in 
the  amendment.  However,  if  an  amendment  of  that  kind  would  do 
away  with  some  apprehension  that  may  be  entertained,  it  might  be 
well  enough  to  make  it  in  a  modified  form. 

Being  asked  whether  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on 
the  proposed  change  was  not  unanimous,  the  Superintendent  an- 
swered that  it  was  unanimous.  Further,  asked  whether  the  Super- 
visors did  not  express  the  opinion  that  it  would  be  a  wise  change, 
he  answered  that  the  opinion  expressed  in  the  report  was  that  legis- 
lation of  the  kind  proposed  would  be  in  the  direction  of  progress 
and  that  it  would  be  wise ;  and  then  the  Supervisors  had  intimated 
very  clearly  that  in  a  spirit  of  loyalty  to  public  duty  the  function  of 
selecting  teachers,  if  imposed,  would  be  accepted. 

The  Chair  stated  the  question  was  on  the  motion  to 
recommit.

enjoyed  by  other  children,  the  principal  of  the  Lowell  School  was 

requested  this  morning  by  Mr.  M.  J.  Dwyer,  Superintendent  of  the 

Home,  to  furnish  school  accommodations  to  the  children  of  school 

age  that  are  at  present  under  our  charge.     This  was  refused  on  the 

ground  of  insufficient  accommodation. 

As  per  letter  previously  sent  to  Superintendent  Seaver,  we  claim 

that  our  duty  to  these  children  is  similar  to  that  of  the  parents  in  a 

family,  being  in  law  the  guardians  and  parents  of  the  children  placed 

in  our  care.     We  are  therefore  obliged    to  see    that    they   are   not 

deprived  of  any  rights  or  privileges,  and  especially  that  they  shall 

not  be  denied,  by  reason  of  their  poverty  or  distress,  the  fullest  edu- 
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cation  furnished  by  the  city  of  Boston  at  the  public  schools  as 
enjoyed  now  by  the  children  of  more  fortunate  parents. 

The  poverty  of  a  family  has  never  been  a  bar  to  the  admittance  of 
the  children  to  the  public  schools  in  a  State  like  Massachusetts, 
which  makes  compulsory  education  of  the  young  a  law  of  the  Com- 
monwealth. 

We  believe  you  will  recognize  the  justness  of  our  position,  and  our 
duty  therein,  and  in  this  belief  we  make  request  that  your  Honor- 
able Board  will  at  once  accord  to  our  children  the  proper  accom- 
modation necessary  for  their  education,  the  right  to  which  they  pos- 
sess and  can  never  lose  by  reason  of  the  poverty  of  their  parents.

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Rules  of  the  School  Board, 
the  Committee  on  Music  for  the  year  1897  respectfully  submits  the 
following  report : 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Music  held  Sept.  25,  1896,  it 
was  voted  to  place  the  responsibility  for  instruction  in  music  in  the 
following  schools  upon  the  various  masters,  and  that  they  be  relieved 
from  the  supervision  of  the  special  instructors  in  music.  They  are 
the  Adams,  Bigelow,  Chapman,  John  A.  Andrew,  Lawrence,  Lyman, 
Phillips,  Shurtleff,  Wells,  and  Charles  Sumner  Schools.  Subse- 
quently the  John  A.  Andrew  School  was  stricken  from  this  list,  and 
the  Longfellow  School  added. 

By  this  action  of  the  committee,  the  special  instructors  in  music, 
whose  duties  would  have  been  largely  increased,  owing  to  the  resig- 
nation on  July  1,  1896,  of  Mr.  J.  Munroe  Mason,  which  vacancy  had 
not  been  filled,  were  relieved  of  a  portion  of  the  additional  work 
imposed  upon  them,  while  the  instruction  given  to  the  pupils  in  the 
schools  included  in  the  foregoing  list  suffered  no  falling  off,  inas- 
much as  the  respective  masters  and  sub-masters  are  well  fitted  and 
competent  to  teach  this  branch  of  the  curriculum. 

It  was  also  deemed  wise  to  take  some  action  in  the  direction  of 
improving  the  methods  of  instruction  in  music  given  by  the  teaching 
corps  generally,  and  to  place  also  upon  them  the  same  responsibility 
for  thorough  and  successful  instruction  in  this  subject  that  is 
required  with  regard  to  other  branches  of  study.  The  committee 
accordingly  passed  the  following  vote:  "That  the  instructors  in 
music  be  requested  to  adopt  such  methods  as  shall  place  the  responsi- 
bility for  the  instruction  of  the  pupils  upon  the  masters  and  their 
assistants,  with  a  view  to  making  the  schools  independent  of  the 
instructors  in  the  study  of  music ;  the  work  of  the  instructors  to  be 
supervisory  and  critical  rather  than  teaching." 

It  was  also  voted  to  hold  special  meetings  of  the  teachers  in  the 
Grammar  and  Primary  Schools,  continuing  under  the  supervision  of 
the  instructors  in  music  at  convenient  times  and  places  for  the  pur- 
pose of  musical  instruction  and  practice,  and  the  chairman  of  the 
committee  was  authorized  to  carry  the  provisions  of  this  vote  into 
effect.  In  pursuance  thereof,  frequent  meetings  of  the  teachers  with 
the  special  instructors  have  been  held  during  the  current  year, 
and  the  results  obtained  from  these  conferences  are  very  gratifying 
so  far. 
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Your  committee  therefore  sees  no  reason  to  deviate  from  this  rule 
in  the  near  future,  as  instructors  in  music  as  well  as  the  various 
masters,  together  with  the  regular  teachers  of  schools  not  relieved 
from  the  supervision  of  these  special  instructors  on  the  one  hand, 
and  masters  of  schools  so  relieved  on  the  other,  carry  on  their  work 
with  zeal  and  apparent  enthusiasm.  Thus  not  only  better  and  more 
effective  work  in  the  instruction  of  music  has  been  secured,  but  also 
the  saving  of  pay  to  one  additional  instructor  in  music.  In  conclu- 
sion it  may  be  remarked  that  the  chairman  has  held  several  satisfac- 
tory conferences  with  the  musical  instructors  in  connection  with  the 
carrying  into  effect  of  the  foregoing  provisions.

Pursuant  to  the  above  order,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  respectfully 
submits  the  following 

REPORT. 

The  Quincy-street  (Roxbury)  School  building  was  designed  for  the 
use  of  children  below  the  Grammar  School  age.  Owing,  however,  to 
the  crowded  condition  of  the  Lewis  Grammar  School,  a  Grammar 
class  was  organized  in  this  Primary  building  some  three  or  four  years 
ago.  Each  .succeeding  year  the  demand  for  room  has  been  more 
urgent,  until  at  the  present  time  there  are  in  the  Quincy-street  build- 
ing four  Grammar  and  five  Primary  classes,  containing  482  pupils  in 
all.  One  of  the  latter,  containing  42  pupils,  is  crowded  into  the 
teachers'  room,  a  place  totally  unfit  for  any  class  of  children.  The 
Kindergarten,  formerly  occupying  one  of  the  rooms,  has  been  pro- 
vided for  in  another  building. 

This  school  building  (the  Quincy-street)  is  located  in  the  midst  of 
a  rapidly  growing  district.  The  new  Gibson,  just  beyond  Grove  Hall, 
is  already  overflowing,  and  has  three  Grammar  classes  in  outside 
buildings.  There  is  no  doubt  whatever  that  a  new  Grammar  School- 
house  must  soon  be  built  in  the  neighborhood  of  Grove  Hall.  A 
building  so  situated  would  relieve  both  the  Lewis  and  the  Christo- 
pher Gibson  Grammar  Schools.  The  Quincy-street  School  is  already 
a  large  school  in  itself,  and  it  will  inevitably  be  much  larger,  in  the 
near  future,  if  suitable  rooms  can  be  found  for  the  children.  It  needs 
a  strong  person  at  its  head,  both  because  of  the  present  demands  of 
the  school,  and  because  those  demands  must  soon  increase. 

With  regard  to  that  part  of  the  order. relating  to  a  uniform  method 
of  providing  additional  sub-masters  in  growing  school  districts,  the 
Board  has  given  this  matter  the  earnest  consideration  its  importance 
demands.  Owing  to  the  varied  conditions  of  the  different  school  dis- 
tricts of  the  city  it  appears  to  the  Board  inexpedient  to  establish  a 
general  rule  in  regard  to  this  matter  which  would  of  necessity  work 
injustice  in  many  cases.  The  Board  therefore  recommends  that  in 
its  opinion  as  individual  needs  arise  they  should  receive  the  special 
attention  and  legislation  deemed  necessary  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee.

On  June  30,    1896,    an   order  was  presented  to   the    Board,  and  [See  p.  292.] 
referred  to  the  Committee  on   Rules  and  Regulations  of  that  year, 
that  the  rules  be  amended  to  provide  that  no  principal  and  none  of 
the  directors  mentioned  in  section  83  shall  be  nominated  to  the  Board 
except  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Superintend- 
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ent,  and  no  subordinate  instructor  shall  be  nominated  except  in 
accordance  with  a  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
approved  by  the  Superintendent.  Previous  to  any  report  being  made 
thereon,  the  following  order  was  passed  by  the  Board  on  Oct.  13, 
1896  : 

"  Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  report 
such  changes  in  the  regulations  as  will  provide  that  no  teacher  shall 
be  nominated  on  probation  in  the  day  schools  until  a  written  report 
on  the  qualifications  of  such  teacher  shall  have  been  obtained  from 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Superintendent." 

It  will  be  noted  that  this  amendment  providing  that  no  instructor 
should  be  nominated  except  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  approved  by  the  Superintendent,  practically 
vested  absolute  power  in  making  nominations  in  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, a  change  far  more  radical  than  the  one  subsequently  adopted. 

It  is  evident  that  no  hasty  or  ill-considered  action  was  taken  with 
regard  to  this  matter,  for  it  was  not  until  Nov.  24,  1896,  that  an 
amendment  carrying  the  proposed  changes  into  effect  took  its  first 
reading  in  the  Board.  On  Dec.  8,  1896,  the  order  took  its  second 
reading,  but  was  laid  on  the  table,  where  it  remained  until  the  end 
of  the  year,  and  thus  perished. 

On  April  30,  1897,  the  attention  of  your  committee  was  again 
called  to  this  subject,  and  they  were  asked  to  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  recommending  to  the  Board  the  change  in  the  rules  with 
regard  to  the  nomination  of  teachers  which  is  now  in  effect.  Your 
committee  referred  this  proposition  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
their  consideration  and  report.  On  May  17  the  Board  of  Supervis- 
ors submitted  a  report,  to  which  a  later  reference  will  be  made,  and 
at  a  meeting  of  this  committee,  held  June  2,  at  which  all  the  members 
were  present,  it  was  voted  to  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  new 
system  with  regard  to  nominations. 

On  June  8  an  order  prepared  by  your  committee  was  presented 
to  the  Board,  accompanied  by  the  statement  that  the  change  in  the 
rules  which  it  was  designed  to  carry  into  effect  was  probably 
one  of  the  most  important  that  had  been  made  for  some  years,  and 
should  receive  special  consideration  before  being  adopted.  At  the 
meeting  of  the  Board  held  June  22,  the  order  came  up  for  its  second 
reading,  was  laid  on  the  table,  and  it  was  not  until  June  26  that  it 
was  finally  passed  by  a  viva  voce  vote,  no  member  speaking  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  change.  It  is  therefore  evident  that  this  change  has 
not  been  hastily  made,  and  that  each  member  of  the  Board  has  had 
ample  opportunity  to  become  fully  acquainted  with  its  object  and 
probable  effect,  as  more  than  a  year  has  elapsed  since  it  was  first 
suggested. 
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There  appears  to  be  some  misconception  with  regard  to  the  posi- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  this  matter,  which  justice  to  them 
requires  should  be  removed.  Your  committee  expressly  requested 
them  to  consider  and  report  upon  this  subject,  and  their  position  may 
therefore  be  best  understood  by  quoting  their  report,  as  follows  : 

"  In  Board  of  Supervisors, 

"  Monday,  May  17,  1897. 
"  To  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations: 

"  The  following  motion  has  been  maturely  considered  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors : 

"  '  Motion  :  That  the  Rules  and  Regulations  be  amended  so  as  to 
provide  that  before  the  appointment  of  any  director,  principal,  or 
instructor,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  recommend  a  candidate, 
in  writing,  to  the  committee  in  charge,  and  such  recommendation 
shall  in  all  cases,  whether  adopted  by  the  committee  or  not,  be 
submitted  to  the  Board,  together  witli  the  nomination.  All  proposi- 
tions for  the  transfer  of  instructors  from  one  district  to  another,  or 
from  one  rank  to  another,  shall,  when  submitted  to  the  Board,  be 
accompanied  by  a  report  thereon  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors ; '  and 
the  following  report  thereon  is  respectfully  submitted  : 

"  REPORT. 

"  The  one  great  purpose  for  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  exists 
is  that  the  schools  may  at  all  times  be  provided  with  none  but  the 
best  teachers  obtainable.  To  the  attainment  of  this  purpose  two 
things  are  necessary.  First,  able  and  honest  supervisory  officials, 
and  secondly,  rules  clothing  these  officials  with  a  power  commen- 
surate with  their  responsibility. 

"  The  appointment  of  inferior  teachers  is  popularly  held  to  result 
from  inefficient  supervision.  Responsibility  for  appointments, 
especially  of  inferior  appointments,  is  a  responsibility  which  superin- 
tendent and  supervisors  cannot  escape  in  the  public  estimation, 
however  powerless  these  officials  may  be  under  the  rules  which 
govern  their  action.  Personal  efficiency  and  competent  expert 
knowledge  in  the  supervisory  officials  are  not  enough  to  secure  the 
best  appointments,  unless  the  rules  are  framed  in  accordance  with 
sound  principles  of  administration.  Among  these  is  the  important 
and  well-recognized  principle  that  responsibility,  to  be  real  and 
effectual,  must  be  accompanied  with  power.  It  is  utterly  vain  to 
hold  an  official  responsible  for  bad  appointments  if  that  official  has 
no  power  to  prevent  them.  It  is  folly  to  expect  the  ablest  super- 
vision to  banish  inferior  teaching  from  the  schools  if  that  supervision 
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be  not  clothed  with  power  to   secure  the  appointment  of  superior 
teachers. 

"  The  importance  of  coupling  power  with  responsibility  in  school 
supervision  has  been  recognized  more  fully  elsewhere  than  it  has 
yet  been  recognized  in  Boston.  It  is  true  that,  in  this  city,  the 
examination  and  certification  of  all  candidates  for  appointment  has 
been,  for  many  years,  a  function  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  it 
is  a  highly  important  function ;  but  beyond  the  exercise  of  this  func- 
tion the  power  of  supervision  in  relation  to  appointments  does  not 
now  extend.  Incidentally,  a  superintendent  or  a  supervisor  may  take 
advantage  of  an  opportunity  to  suggest,  or  to  influence,  an  appoint- 
ment; but  such  opportunities  occur  neither  regularly  nor  frequently. 
There  is  no  provision  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations  whereby  the  best 
candidates  on  the  eligible  list  are  regularly  chosen  to  fill  vacancies 
as  they  occur.  In  the  ordinary  practice,  all  candidates  on  the  list, 
however  widely  they  differ  in  kind  and  degree  of  fitness,  are  given 
an  equal  standing  before  the  appointing  power. 

"  Furthermore,  in  the  matter  of  promoting  teachers,  it  may  be 
doubted  seriously  whether  the  schools  are  reaping  the  full  benefit 
that  might  accrue  from  a  thorough  application  of  the  principle  that 
promotions  of  teachers  should  take  place  for  meritorious  service 
only. 

"  The  exercise  of  a  proper  discrimination,  both  in  the  matter  of  pro- 
motions in  the  service  and  in  the  matter  of  appointments  from  the 
eligible  list,  requires  an  intimate,  special,  and  expert  knowledge 
which  is  usually  in  the  possession  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  only. 
It  would  seem,  therefore,  to  be  the  part  of  wisdom  for  the  School 
Committee  to  require  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  perform  at  least 
the  function  of  recommending  suitable  candidates  for  positions  -in 
the  schools,  and  of  passing  judgment,  favorable  or  unfavorable, 
upon  the  candidates  recommended  by  others.  In  this  way  the 
School  Board  would  always  have  placed  before  it  for  consideration 
recommendations  based  on  the  best  and  fullest  knowledge  obtainable 
in  regard  to  candidates'  fitness  for  each  appointment  or  promotion. 

"  The  Board  of  Supervisors  fully  appreciates  the  responsibility 
which  would  be  placed  upon  it  by  the  adoption  of  the  proposed 
amendment ;  but  it  sees  no  less  clearly  the  great  benefit  that  would 
result  to  the  schools  from  making  none  but  the  fittest  appointments ; 
•and  it  believes  its  members  to  be  in  the  best  position  to  know 
intimately  the  qualifications  of  all  candidates  for  appointments  or 
promotions  in  the   schools  of  the   city. 

"Asa  matter  of  public  duty,  therefore,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
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holds  itself  ready  to  accept  whatever  new  responsibilities,  coupled 
with  power,  the  School  Committee  may  see  fit  to  impose. 

"  Respectfully  submitted, 

"  EDWIN  P.    SEAVER, 

"  Chairman  Board  of  Supervisors." 

It  thus  clearly  appears  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  have  in  this 
matter  taken  no  part  beyond  that  required  of  them  by  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  —  neither  the  praise  nor  the  blame,  whichever  it  may 
be,  for  the  change  belongs  to  them. 

It  seems  to  your  committee  that  an  amendment  of  this  character, 
made  after  so  much  deliberation  and  discussion,  involving  no  incon- 
siderable amount  of  administrative  adaptation  before  its  real  work- 
ing can  be  fully  ascertained,  should  not  be  repealed  until  it  has  had 
fair  trial.  We  do  not  think  that  it  has  yet  had  fair  trial.  Now  that 
the  new  system  is  in  operation,  its  working  should  be  determined  by 
actual  experiment,  and  not  by  a  priori  reasoning.  Sufficient  time 
has  not  yet  elapsed  for  such  determination. 

No  objections  to  the  method  of  nominating  teachers  now  in  force 
under  the  amended  rules  have  been  called  to  the  attention  of  your 
committee  by  members  appearing  before  it,  that  were  not  raised  and 
fully  considered  in  the  deliberations  of  your  committee,  before  they 
reported  the  amendment  expedient.  But  at  that  time,  on  full  consid- 
eration of  all  these  objections,  it  seemed  to  your  committee  that  the 
change  proposed  was  in  the  direction  of  a  more  efficient  and  respon- 
sible administration  of  our  schools  ;  that  it  had  a  tendency  to  make  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  reality  the  Advisory  Board  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, as  provided  in  section  171  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations; 
that  while  reserving  to  the  School  Board  itself  the  power  of  final 
determination  of  all  questions  in  this  connection,  it  did  provide  for 
bringing  before  the  Board  to  assist  it  in  its  determination  the  mature 
and  deliberate  recommendations  of  the  expert  executive  officers  of 
the  Board.  Your  committee  are  aware  of  no  practical  difficulties  in 
the  administration  of  the  amended  rules  which  were  overlooked  in 
their  former  consideration. 

For  these  reasons  and  for  many  others  that  might  be  adduced,  your 
committee  report  that  it  is  inexpedient  at  the  present  time  to  repeal 
the  amendment  so  recently  adopted.

Hudson,  executor  of  the  estate  of  Reuben  Smith,  the  sum  of  eleven 
thousand  dollars,  as  payment  for  an  estate  taken  for  the  Chambers- 
street  school  building,  which  was  supposed  to  belong  to  said  Smith, 
and  numbered  10  Poplar  street.  This  property  was  taken  on  May  22, 
1896.  Subsequent  to  the  date  of  this  vote,  Joseph  and  Simon  Rud- 
nick  claimed  that  the  payment  for  the  estate  was  theirs  under  an 
agreement  of  Smith  to  sell  to  them,  made  prior  to  the  taking,  and 
applied  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  city  from  paying  over  any 
money  for  this  estate  of  Smith  until  their  claim  should  be  heard.

Mr.  Paul,  for  the  Committee  on  Evening  Schools,  to 
whom  was  referred  —  Oct.  26  —  a  petition  signed 
by  Mrs.  Wheeler  and  forty-five  others,  asking  for  the 
establishment  of  an  evening  school  for  the  benefit  of 
deaf-mutes,   reported  that  they  have  taken    the  matter 
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under  consideration,  and  have  granted  a  hearing  to  the  School  for 

°  Deaf-mutes. 

petitioners  in  accordance  with  their  request.  They  are  [See  P.  34r>.] 
informed,  however,  that  it  is  proposed  to  establish  even- 
ing classes  for  the  benefit  of  deaf-mutes  desiring  such 
instruction,  by  an  association  interested  in  their  welfare, 
without  expense  either  to  the  School  Committee  or  to 
those  who  may  desire  to  avail  themselves  of  such  facili- 
ties. Your  committee  therefore  recommend  that  the 
petitioners  have  leave  to  withdraw.

The  Committee  on  Text-Books,  in  their  annual  report  presented  Report  of 
to  the  Board  in  June,  1897,  stated  that  the  whole  matter  of  supple-  T    tB    kg. 
mentary  reading  was  under  consideration  by  the  Board  of  Supervis-  supplementary 
ors,    and   requested   leave   to   report   later   upon    this    subject,    and  reading, 
possibly  to  recommend  a  general  rearrangement  of  the  books  author- 
ized for  such  use.     The  present  list  of  supplementary  reading  has 
now  been  carefully  revised  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  who  have 
recommended  that  certain  books  be  dropped  from  and  others  added 
to  the  list,  which  they  believe  will  result  in  strengthening  the  work 
in  the  schools.     Your  committee  have   given  the  books  which  it  is 
proposed  to    authorize    very  careful   examination,  and   recommend 
the  adoption  of  those  mentioned  in  the  several  orders  appended  to 
this  report.     It  is  perhaps  unnecessary  to  state  in  detail  the  reasons 
governing  the  selection  of  these  books,  but  the  intention  is  to  add  to 
the  somewhat  limited  supply  available  in  certain  directions  new  and 
valuable  material,  to  the  end  that  each  Grammar  School  shall  be 
furnished    with   a   useful   and   well-balanced    library,    containing   a 
judicious  assortment  of  books,  not  only  for  general  reading,  but  as 
collateral  to  the    subjects  of  geography,  history,  and  science. 

Inasmuch  as  books  for  supplementary  reading  are  mainly  pur- 
chased from  funds  appropriated  for  this  purpose  by  the  School  Com- 
mittee, and  apportioned  among  the  several  schools  by  the  Committee 
on  Supplies,  it  is  recommended  that  the  following  plan  for  their 
arrangement  and  distribution   be  adopted :

PRIMARY    SCHOOLS. 

Books  for  supplementary  reading  in  the  Primary  Schools  are  to  be 
classified  in  three  groups,  corresponding  to  the  three  grades  in  these 
schools,  but  the  classification  is  not  to  be  considered  a  fixed  assign- 
ment of  certain  books  to  certain  grades,  the  principal  of  each  district 
being  at  liberty  to  make  such  selection  as  seems  to  him  most  bene- 
ficial to  the  needs  of  his  school. 

GRAMMAR    SCHOOLS. 

In  the  Grammar  Schools  the  books  are  to  be  placed  under  the  fol- 
lowing heads  :  General  Beading,  Geography,  History,  Music,  Poetry, 
and  Science,  and  further  classified  in  three  groups  corresponding  to 
Grades  IV.  and  V.,  VI.  and  VII.,  and  VIII.  and  IX.,  but  this  latter 
classification  is  to  be  considered  as  suggestive  and  not  arbitrary, 
thus  allowing,  as  in  the  Primary  Schools,  a  wide  freedom  of  choice  to 
meet  the  varied  requirements  of  the  different  schools. 

HIGH    AND    LATIN    SCHOOLS. 

In  these  schools  the  books  are  to  be  classified  in  accordance  with 
the  plan  adopted  for  text  and  reference  books  in  the  latest  edition  of 
the  Authorized  List  (School  Document  No.  11,  1897). 

Thus  the  selection  of  books  from  the  Authorized  List  for  all  the 
schools,  as  well  as  the  number  to  be  furnished,  will  be  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  principals,  limited  only  by  the  purchasing  power  of 
the  funds  available  for  this  purpose.  The  advantages  of  this  plan 
lie  in  its  simplicity,  its  adaptability  to  the  needs  of  each  school,  and 
the  latitude  allowed  the  principals  in  the  selection  of  books  that  will 
be  most  helpful  to  the  pupils  under  their  charge. 

Your  committee  also  desire  to  embrace  this  opportunity  to  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  several  reference-books  which  have  received 
consideration  since  their  annual  report  was  presented,  as  follows  : 

"  Suggestions  for  Instruction  in  Color,"  by  Louis  Prang,  Mary 
Dana  Hicks,  and  John  S.  Clark,  is  now  authorized  as  a  reference- 
book  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  one  copy  to  be  furnished  each  teacher 
of  the  subject  of  color.  It  is  now  recommended  that  a  copy  be  fur- 
nished each  teacher  in  the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools. 

It  is  also  recommended  that  "  The  Prang  Primary  Course  in  Art 
Education,"  Parts  I.  and  II.,  by  Mary  Dana  Hicks  and  Josephine  C. 
Lock,  be  added  to  the  list  of  reference-books  for  Primary  Schools, 
one  copy  of  Part  I.  to  be  furnished  each  teacher  of  Grade  I.  and  one 
copy  of  Part  II.  to  be  furnished  each  teacher  of  Grade  II. 

A  recent  publication  entitled  "The  Buins  and  Excavations  of 
Ancient  Rome,"  by  Budolfo  Lanciani,  is  considered  by  the  Board  of 
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Supervisors  to  be  a  valuable  reference-book  for  use  in  connection  with 
the  study  of  Roman  history,  and  it  is  recommended  that  a  copy  be 
placed  in  each  class-room  in  the  High  and  Latin  Schools  where  this 
subject  is  taught.

Dear  Sir  :  The  Committee  on  Accounts  of  the  School  Committee 
respectfully  inform  you  that  the  appropriation  granted  for  school 
purposes,  exclusive  of  new  buildings  and  repairs,  alterations,  etc., 
viz.,  $2,140,000,  is  insufficient  to  carry  on  the  schools  to  the  close 
of  the  present  financial  year. 

The  School  Committee,  on  the  date  requested  (December  22, 
1896),  presented  carefully  prepared  estimates,  showing  that  the  sum 
of  $2,250,000  would  be  needed;  and  the  experience  of  the  year 
thus  far  indicates  that  the  total  amount  asked  for  will  be  required  to 
meet  the  expenses. 

The  estimate  submitted  for  salaries  of  instructors  amounted  to 
$1,804,000.  The  actual  expense  will  exceed  this  amount  by  about 
$10,000, — or  about  one-half  of  one  per  cent.,  —  owing  to  a  larger 
sumbeing  needed  than  was  anticipated,  to  meet  the  increase  in  and 
adjustment  of  salaries,  as  voted  by  the  School  Committee. 

The  expense  for  salaries  of  officers  and  of  janitors  will  not  vary 
materially  from  the  estimate  submitted. 

The  School  Committee  was  obliged  to  pay  about  80  cents  more  per 
ton  for  coal  than  the  price  of  last  year;  and  the  bills  rendered  by  tbe 
city  for  water  show  an  increase  of  thirty  per  cent.  The  total  esti- 
mate made  for  fuel,  gas,  and  water  will  not  meet  the  actual  cost  by 
nearly  $5,000. 

From  this  statement  it  will  be  seen  that  some  $15,000  must  be 
saved  to  keep  the  expenses  even  within  the  estimates,  and  it  is 
expected  that  the  saving  will  be  made  out  of  the  sum  requested  for 
supplies  and  incidentals. 

The  School  Committee  therefore  respectfully  request  that  an 
amount  be  allowed  equal  to  the  reduction  made  by  the  City  Council 
in  the  estimates  presented  Dec.  22,  1896,  viz.,  $110,000, — the  same 
to  be  provided  for  school  expenses  for  the  balance  of  the  financial 
year,  as  shown  to  be  necessary  by  the  statements  herein  presented.

Sir  :  Concerning  the  orders  for  the  taking  of  a  High  School  site  in 
East  Boston,  which  you  sent  here  some  days  ago  for  examination 
previous  to  your  action  in  approving  the  same,  the  commissioners 
wish  to  say  that  the  description  furnished  you  for  the  order  of  No- 
vember 22  was  taken  hurriedly  from  an  atlas  which  led  the  commis- 
sioners into  an  error  in  dimensions  and  quantities  of  land  taken.  It 
has  been  found  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  passageway  upon  which 
the  school  lot  would  abut  by  the  order  of  November  22  should  be 
included  in  the  site.  Members  of  the  School  Committee  have  told 
the  commissioners  that  they  wish  no  exit  from  that  part  of  the  prop- 
erty, and  prefer  to  join  the  next  estate  with  the  ordinary  separation 
line.  This  will  make  the  description  two  hundred  feet  on  Marion 
street;  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  on  Saratoga  street;  south- 
west one  hundred  feet  on  land  of  Tileston  C.  Power;  southeast 
twenty-five  feet  by  the  same;  again,  southwest  one  hundred  feet  on 
land  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Central  Associates;  and  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet  on  Princeton  street;  and  the  superficial  area  will  be  twenty- 
seven  thousand  five  hundred  square  feet.

granted  by  the  City  Council  was  but  $176,000,  a  reduction  of  $75,000, 
or  thirty  per  cent.  The  cost  of  this  department  for  the  past  ten 
years  has  averaged  more  than  $225,000  annually,  and  your  com- 
mittee fully  realized  that  the  appropriation  granted  would  prove 
insufficient  to  meet  the  demands  that  must  necessarily  be  made  upon 
it,  and  that  a  deficit  would  be  inevitable,  even  with  the  exercise  of 
the  strictest  economy. 

The  conditions  met  with  Ibis  year  are  the  same  as  those  expe- 
rienced during  the  past  five  years,  viz.  :  increasing  demands  for 
school  accommodations,  and  larger  expenditures  to  keep  old  build- 
ings in  a  healthful  and  proper  condition  for  their  occupants.  The 
$400,000  available  under  chapter  408  of  the  Acts  of  1885  for  addi- 
tional accommodations  has  not  been  sufficient  to  keep  pace  with 
the  growth  of  our  Primary  and  Grammar  School  population ;  and 
the  expense  of  renting  halls,  dwelling-houses,  and  stores,  and  for 
heating  and  furnishing  the  same  for  temporary  use,  has  been  ex- 
traordinary, increasing  our  annual  rentals  to  a  considerable  amount. 
Your  committee  have  also  endeavored  to  comply  with  the  demands 
of  the  Board  of  Health  for  modern  sanitary  accommodations  and 
improved  methods  of  ventilation  in  many  of  the  older  school  build- 
ings, a  class  of  work  that  is  always  expensive,  involving  in  many 
instances  extensive  reconstruction  of  interiors.  A  considerable 
amount  has  been  expended  for  new  boilers  in  various  buildings  to 
replace  those  condemned  by  the  State  Inspectors,  an  expense  that 
was  not  anticipated  when  the  estimates  were  made  up.  Your  com- 
mittee are  confident  that  no  unwise  expenditures  have  been   made 
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and  no  unnecessary  work  undertaken,  and  present  the  following 
statement  showing  some  of  the  larger  items  of  expense  which  have 
been  incurred,  many  of  which  were  not  contemplated  when  the 
estimates  were  made  up,   viz. :

I  think  it  will  be  remembered  by  the  members  of  the  School  Opinion  of 
Committee  that  when  this  question  came  up  before  there  was  some  l,Peim  eu  en  • 
question  about  the  propriety  of  suspending  the  rules,  and  the  whole 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  further  inquiry 
and  report.  I  have  just  refreshed  my  memory  by  reading  a  report 
that  wras  prepared  by  Supervisor  Metcalf  and  submitted  to  the  Board 
for  consideration.  The  reasons  for  appointing  a  second  sub-master 
in  this  case  appear  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  be  very  strong. 
The  report  was  considered    at   length,    both  in   its  general  aspect, 
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that  is  to  say  in  its  aspect  as  a  precedent  for  other  possible  cases, 
and  in  its  special  aspect  as  it  relates  to  this  particular  district,  and 
there  was  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  in 
this  case  a  second  sub-master  was  very  much  needed. 

It  might  be  added  to  what  Dr.  Calderwood  has  said  that  the  mas- 
ter of  the  Lewis  School  finds  it  particularly  difficult  to  travel  back 
and  forth  this  long  distance.  It  is  known  to  the  members  of  the 
Board  acquainted  with  him  that  he  suffers  considerably  with  lame- 
ness, caused  by  an  accident  which  befell  him  some  years  ago.  The 
Lewis  District  is  a  large  one.  It  is  rapidly  growing,  and  the  time 
apparently  is  not  far  distant  when  a  division  will  take  place  and  anew 
district  be  created  there  or  thereabouts. 

The  Quincy-street  School  contains  about  470  or  480  pupils  at  the 
present  time.  All  the  rooms  are  full  and  a  teachers'  room  has  a 
class  crowded  into  it.  The  presence  of  a  man  fully  capable  of  taking 
charge  of  the  school  is  greatly  needed.  If  ever  there  was  a  case 
when  the  rules  should  be  suspended,  it  seems  to  me  and  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  that  this  is  such  a  case.

ered the  matter,  and,  in  their  opinion,  no  further  legis- 
lation is  required.  Your  committee  therefore  recom- 
mend that  it  is  inexpedient  to  take  any  action  on  the 
order  referred.

Mr.  Dunn,  for  the  same  committee,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing report  : 

The  Committee  on  School  Houses  desire  to  present,  for  the  in- 
formation of  the  Board  and  of  the  public  generally,  a  statement  of 
what  has  been  accomplished  during  the  year  1897  in  providing  addi- 
tional school  accommodations,  as  follows  : 

Of  the  .$2,200,000  which  the  Legislature  of  1895  authorized  the 
School  Committee  to  expend  for  the  acquirement  of  land  and  the 
construction  and  furnishing  of  new  school-houses  during  the  five  years 
1895-99,  $500,000  was  to  be  expended  during  1895,  an  equal  sum 
during  1896,  and  $ 400, 000  during  each  of  the  three  following  years. 
It  seems  to  have  been  assumed  that  this  appropriation  would  not  only 
be  sufficient  to  provide  the  necessary  additional  Grammar  and  Pri- 
mary accommodations  during  the  term  named,  but  would  also  permit 
of  the  construction  of  one  or  more  High  School-houses  It  soon 
became  evident,  however,  that  the  appropriation  would  be  taxed  to 
its  utmost  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  rapidly  increasing  Gram- 
mar and  Primary  population,  yet  the  necessity  of  providing  additional 
High  Schools  had  become  imperative.  A  petition  was  therefore  pre- 
sented to  the  last  Legislature  asking  that  the  School  Committee  be 
authorized  to  expend,  or  to  contract  to  expend,  $500,000  during 
the  year  1897,  and  $500,000  during  1898,  for  the  purchase  and 
taking  of  land,  and  for  the  erection,  enlargement,  and  furnishing  of 
High  Schools  in  East  Boston,  South  Boston,  Dorchester,  West  Rox. 
bury,  and  for  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  and  the   Girls'  Latin 
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School,  in  addition  to  the  amount  already  granted  under  chapter  408 
of  the  Acts  of  1895.  The  Legislature  failed  to  grant  the  amount 
asked  for,  but  did  amend  section  4  of  the  act  referred  to,  so  as  to 
read  as  follows  : 

Section  4.  The  city  treasurer  of  said  city,  to  pay  the  expenses 
incurred  for  the  lands  taken  and  the  building  and  furnishing  of 
school-houses  as  aforesaid,  shall  from  time  to  time,  on  the  request 
of  said  school  committee,  issue  and  sell  negotiable  bonds  of  said  city 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  the 
current  year,  which  shall  be  outside  of  the  debt  limit,  and  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-six, 
six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-seven,  and  six  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  which  shall  all  be  within 
the  debt  limit.  Of  the  amounts  issued  in  the  years  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-seven  and  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- eight  a  sum 
not  less  than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  be  used  for  the 
payment  of  expenses  to  be  incurred  for  the  taking  of  lands  and  the 
erection  and  furnishing  of  High  School  buildings  in  East  Boston, 
South  Boston,  West  Roxbury,  and  Dorchester. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  instead  of  $2,200,000  to  be  expended  in 
five  years,  the  School  Committee  have  been  authorized  to  expend 
|2,300,000  in  four  years,  of  which  amount  not  less  than  $500,000  is 
required  to  be  devoted  during  two  specified  years  for  High  School 
purposes  in  East  Boston,  South  Boston,  West  Roxbury,  and  Dorches- 
ter. It  will  be  observed  that  no  provision  was  made  for  the  relief  of 
the  Girls'  High  School  on  West  Newton  street,  which  occupies, 
together  with  the  Girls'  Latin  School,  a  building  planned  to  accommo- 
date 925  pupils,  but  which  has  been  obliged  to  shelter  no  less  than 
1,326  pupils  at  one  time.  It  may  be  said,  in  this  connection,  that  no 
single  measure  would  afford  such  needed  relief  as  the  erection  of  a 
new  home  for  the  Girls'  Latin  School,  now  housed  in  a  building 
crowded  almost  beyond  endurance.  Nor  should  the  claims  of  the 
Normal  School  and  the  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  for  better  facil- 
ities be  overlooked.  The  Normal  School  has  for  many  years  occu- 
pied the  upper  floor  of  the  Rice  School-house,  accommodations  that 
are  utterly  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  this  school  Even  the  cor- 
ridors are  utilized  for  class  work,  and  the  school  is  without  a  gym- 
nasium, has  no  studio  for  drawing,  no  laboratory  for  physics  or 
chemistry  or  zoology  or  physiology,  or  many  of  the  essentials  of  a 
modern  High  School  building.  Such  are  the  conditions  in  the  school 
that  it  has  recently  been  decided  to  close  the  daily  sessions  during  the 
winter   months    at  one   instead    of   two  o'clock,  in  order  to  relieve 
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teachers  and  pupils  from  longer  confinement  in  crowded  and  poorly 
ventilated  rooms.  The  Mechanic  Arts  High  School-house  should  be 
completed  in  accordance  with  the  original  plans,  which  can  be  done 
for  a  comparatively  small  amount.  This  school  is  inconveniently 
full  this  year  and  is  certain  to  be  overcrowded  next  year,  and  this 
disadvantage  will  annually  increase  until  the  necessary  relief  is 
furnished. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  appropriation  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
School  Committee  has  been  increased  by  the  action  of  the  Legis- 
lature at  its  latest  session  in  amending  the  building  laws  so  that  every 
building  hereafter  erected  or  enlarged,  or  converted  to  use  as  a 
school-house,  shall  be  a  first-class  building,  i.e.,  of  fireproof  con- 
struction throughout.  This  means,  according  to  the  best  authorities, 
an  increase  in  cost  of  about  15  per  cent,  in  buildings  subject  to  this 
provision.  In  other  words,  a  school-house  that  could  formerly  be 
built  for  $100,000  will  now  cost  $115,000,  or,  stated  in  still  another 
way,  the  appropriation  granted  to  the  School  Committee  has  been 
reduced  15  per  cent. 

It  was  our  intention  in  this  report  to  state  the  manner  in  which 
the  appropriation  for  the  current  year  has  been  expended,  but  we 
have  felt  it  necessary  to  present  the  foregoing  general  review  of  the 
situation,  in  order  that  the  conditions  under  which  we  labor  may  be 
clearly  understood. 

Out  of  the  $650,000  which  the  School  Committee  were  authorized 
to  expend  during  the  year  1897,  the  following  appropriations  have 
been  made  :

The  following  statement  shows  the  progress  made  during  1897 
under  the  various  appropriations  included  in  the  preceding  schedule  : 

West  End  School-house  site,  additional,  §70,000.  — The  amount 
appropriated  last  year  for  this  purpose  was  $75,000,  and  the  total 
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appropriation  now  amounts  to  $145,000.  The  site  contains  14,128 
square  feet,  and  has  cost  to  date  $122,225.04.  One  claim  for  about 
1,509  square  feet  of  the  lot  has  not  yet  been  adjusted. 

Small  wooden  building  in  yard  of  Chapman  School-house,  addi- 
tional, §201.81.  —  The  amount  appropriated  last  year  for  this  pur- 
pose was  $2,500,  including  the  transfer  of  an  unexpended  balance 
from  another  appropriation  of  $200.  This  building  contains  two 
rooms,  was  completed  and  occupied  last  year,  and  cost  $2,701.81. 

Small  wooden  building  in  yard  of  Hugh  O'Brien  School-house, 
additional,  §837.92.  —  Last  year's  appropriation  for  this  purpose 
was  $2,099.92,  including  the  transfer  of  an  unexpended  balance  from 
another  appropriation  of  $99.92.  The  building  contains  two  rooms, 
was  completed  'and  occupied  last  year,  and  has  cost  $2,437.84. 

Small  wooden  building  in  yard  of  Lowell  School-house,  additional. 
§69.52.  — Former  appropriation,  $2,300.  The  building  contains  two 
rooms,  was  completed  and  occupied  last  year,  and  cost  $2,369.52. 

Washington  Allston  Annex,  furnishing^  additional,  §42.29.  — 
$1,100  was  appropriated  last  year  for  this  purpose,  and  it  was  found 
necessary  to  add  a  small  amount  this  year  for  the  completion  of  the 
work.     Total  cost,  $1,142.29. 

New  Primary  School-house,  North  End,  site,  additional,  §150,- 
990.30.  — In  1895  $100,000  was  appropriated  towards  the  cost  of 
this  site.  Of  this  amount  $35,812  was  transferred  for  the  purchase 
of  the  Elm-street  site,  Charlestown,  which  is  still  unsettled.  The 
present  appropriation  is,  therefore,  $215,178.30.  This  site  contains 
18,986  square  feet,  for  which  has  been  paid  $87,517.41,  covering 
8,774  square  feet.  The  claims  for  the  balance  of  the  site  will 
probably  not  be  adjusted  before  1898. 

One-room  building  in  yard  of  Munroe-street  Primary  School- 
house,  building  and  furnishing,  additional,  §478.59.  — The  appro- 
priation made  for  this  purpose  in  1896  was  $2,000  A  small  addi- 
tional appropriation  was  necessary  for  its  completion.  It  was 
occupied  early  in  March  of  the  present  year,  and  cost  $2,478.59. 

Beech-street  Primary  School-house,  West  Roxbury,  additional, 
§558.58;  furnishing,  additional,  §179.30.  —  The  amounts  pre- 
viously appropriated  for  the  construction  of  this  school-house  were 
as  follows:  1895,  $27,500;  1896,  $2,175;  total  appropriation,  $30,- 
2:53.58.  It  contains  four  rooms,  was  first  occupied  Jan.  4,  1897,  and 
cost,  exclusive  of  furniture,  $30,233.58.  In  1896  an  appropriation  of 
$1,000  was  made  for  furnishing,  which  was  insufficient,  and  a  small 
additional  amount  was  required  during  the  current  year,  making  the 
total  appropriation  for  this  purpose  $1,179.30.  Total  cost  of  the 
school-house,  complete,  $81,412.88. 
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Roger  Clap  School-house.,  furnishing ,  additional,  §2,692.04.  — 
The  appropriation  made  in  1896  for  this  purpose  was  $5,000,  which 
was  insufficient  for  the  proper  furnishing  of  the  building.  Total 
cost,  $7,692.04. 

Sharp  School-house,  enlargement  of  lot,  grading  and  fencing, 
$2,997.96.  —  The  Street  Commissioners  were  requested  to  take  a 
small  parcel  of  land  for  the  enlargement  of  this  lot  in  1896,  but 
notice  of  adjustment  of  claim  for  land  taken  was  not  received  until 
April  13,  1897.  The  addition  contains  276  square  feet,  for  which  $  1,900 
has  been  paid,  and  the  balance  of  the  appropriation,  amounting  to 
$1,097.96,  expended  in  grading  and  fencing.     Total  cost,  $2,997.96. 

JVeiv  Bowdoin  School-house,  furnishing  and  electric  fixtures,  addi- 
tional, §2,949.24.  —  This  school-house  was  begun  under  the  admin- 
istration of  the  former  City  Architect,  and  was  fully  completed  and 
occupied  in  December,  1896.  The  cost  of  furnishing  fell  upon  the 
School  Committee,  who  appropriated  $9,000  for  this  purpose  last 
year.  This  sum  proved  insufficient,  and  an  additional  amount  was 
necessary.  Total  cost  to  date,  $11,945.88,  or  practically  the  entire 
appropriation  made. 

Paul  Revere  School-house,  Prince  Street,  additional,  §60,000.  — 
Total  appropriation  to  date,  $160,000.  The  plans  for  this  building, 
prepared  by  Peabody  &  Stearns,  were  approved  by  the  Board  late  in 
1896,  and  the  contracts  for  the  work  awarded  March  26,  1897,  as 
follows:  building,  Walter  S.  Sampson  &  Son,  $141,731  (a  deduction 
amounting  to  $10,639  was  made  on  this  contract  shortly  after  its 
execution,  so  that  the  net  amount  of  the  contract  was  $131,092)  ; 
heating  and  ventilating,  Lynch  &  Woodward,  $12,779;  plumbing, 
James  Tucker  &  Sons,  $7,814;  a  total  of  $151,685.  The  contracts 
call  for  the  completion  of  the  building  March  1,  1898.  This  is  the 
first  fire-proof  school-house  to  be  built.  It  is  practically  two  school- 
houses  under  one  roof,  containing  eighteen  rooms,  and  is  to  be  occu- 
pied jointly  by  Primary  pupils  in  the  Hancock  and  Eliot  districts. 

William  Wirt  Warren  School-house,  grading,  additional, 
§176.60.  —  This  lot  was  enlarged  in  1896  by  the  taking  of  9,137 
square  feet  from  the  heirs  of  Roderick  Richardson,  whose  claim  has 
not  yet  been  adjusted.  The  former  appropriations  made  for  grading 
this  lotamountto  $5,165.50,  making  the  total  amount  appropriated  for 
this  purpose  $5,342.10.  The  grading  contract  was  awarded  in  Sep- 
tember, 1896,  and  the  total  cost  of  the  work  was  $5,342.10.  A  small 
additional  appropriation  this  year  was  therefore  necessary. 

Longfellow  School-house,  Roslindale,  west  of  the  railroad,  addi- 
tional, §9,000.  —  The  previous  appropriation  made  for  this  purpose 
in   1895  was  $70,000.      The  contracts  for  the  work   were  awarded 
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in  1896,  and  the  building  first  occupied  at  the  opening  of  the  term, 
September,  1897.  It  contains  ten  rooms  and  a  hall,  and  is  occupied 
by  Grammar  pupils.  Plans  and  specifications  for  grading  the  lot  were 
prepared  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  and  on  Aug.  4, 
1897,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  Robert  L.  Barrett  for  the  sum  of 
$5,989.  The  cost  of  the  building  and  grading  has  been  somewhat  in 
excess  of  the  original  estimates,  and  an  additional  appropriation  was 
therefore  necessary.  Final  settlement  with  the  contractors  has  not 
yet  been  made,  and  the  total  cost  cannot  be  stated. 

Longfellow  School-house,  furnishing,  §10,000.  —  Of  this  appro- 
priation something  over  $7,000  has  been  expended  to  date  for  the 
necessary  furnishing  of  this  school-house. 

Gilbert  Stuart  School-house  lot,  grading,  §8,000.  — This  school- 
house  was  begun  under  the  administration  of  the  former  City  Archi- 
tect, and  completed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings.  The  School  Committee  were  obliged  to  assume 
the  cost  of  grading  the  lot,  and  the  contract  for  doing  the  work 
was  awarded,  July  23,  1897,  to  Thomas  Minton,  for  the  sum  of 
$7,500.     It  is  not  yet  completed. 

William  H.  Kent  School-house,  Moulton  street,  Char lestown,  grad- 
ing, §4,200 ;  Primary  School-house,  Moulton  street,  Charlestown, 
additional  land,  §2,000.  — In  1895  the  Street  Commissioners  were 
requested  to  take  additional  land  for  the  enlargement  of  this  lot,  and 
on  October  22  of  the  same  year  notice  was  received  of  the  taking  of 
6,856  square  feet  and  part  of  passageway  for  this  purpose.  A  City 
Council  appropriation  of  $5,000  was  available  for  the  cost  of  the 
land,  but  not  for  the  expense  of  grading  it.  Oct.  12,  1897,  notice 
was  received  of  terms  of  settlement  with  Jeremiah  Minehan  for  land 
taken  amounting  to  $6,800,  which  was  in  excess  of  the  City  Council 
appropriation.  The  sum  of  $6,200  was  therefore  appropriated  by 
the  School  Committee  to  cover  the  cost  of  both  land  and  grading,  a 
contract  for  the  latter  having  been  awarded  to  Pierce  F.  Lonergan, 
for  the  sum  of  $4,075,  July  2,  1897.  The  total  appropriation  is  now 
$11,200.     The  grading  has  not  yet  been  completed. 

Mayhew  (  West  End)  School-house,  furnishing,  §10,000. — The 
contract  for  pupils'  desks  and  chairs  was  awarded  to  George  S.  Perry 
&  Co.,  Nov.  24,  1897,  for  the  sum  of  $1,870.75. 

New  Grammar  School-house,  I/arris  District,  furnishing,  §12,- 
000.  —  The  contract  for  providing  pupils'  desks  and  chairs  was 
awarded,  Nov.  24,  1897,  to  the  Chandler  Adjustable  Chair  and  Desk 
Co.,  for  the  sum  of  $1,786.40. 

New   Grammar  School-house,  Harris  District,  additional,  §13,- 
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000.  —  This  school-house  will  soon  be  ready  for  occupancy.  Its 
construction  was  begun  in  November,  1896,  and  has  since  progressed 
as  rapidly  as  circumstances  would  permit.  It  contains  thirteen  rooms 
and  a  hall,  and  is  to  take  the  place  of  the  old  Harris  Grammar  School-- 
house.  It  has  recently  received  the  name  of  Mary  Hemenway, 
whose  memory  is  thus  fittingly  perpetuated.  An  extensive  change 
has  recently  been  decided  upon  with  regard  to  the  grading  of  the  lot, 
which  it  is  thought  will  considerably  improve  the  appearance  of  the 
building,  but  which  will  require  some  little  time  to  complete.  The 
total  appropriation  available,  including  the  transfer  last  year  of 
unexpended  balances  amounting  to  $10,840.33,  is  $123,760  06,  which 
will  approximate  the  total  cost  of  this  school-house,  not  including 
furniture. 

New  Primary  School-house,  Vernon  street,  Roxbury,  additional, 
§14,000.  —  It  will  be  noted  that  the  next  few  weeks  will  witness  the 
completion  of  several  school-houses  begun  during  the  previous  year, 
including  this  new  Primary  School-house  containing  ten  rooms,  and 
replacing  an  old  wooden  structure  on  the  same  site.  This  school- 
house,  of  attractive  exterior,  built  of  Gartcraig  brick,  will  cost 
approximately  $83,000,  which  is  the  total  appropriation  to  date,  in- 
cluding $69,000  appropriated  last  year. 

Robinson-street  School-house,  furnishing,  §7,000.  —  The  con- 
tract for  furnishing  pupils'  desks  and  chairs  was  awarded,  Nov.  24, 
1897,  to  George  S.  Perry  &  Co.,  for  the  sum  of  $896.70.  This  Pri- 
mary School-house,  containing  eight  rooms,  will  also  be  ready  for 
occupancy  in  a  few  weeks.  The  total  appropriation  for  the  building 
amounts  to  $71,000,  which  includes  a  City  Council  appropriation  of 
$6,000.  The  total  cost,  exclusive  of  furniture,  will  be  approximately 
$65,000. 

West  End  Primary  School-house,  building,  additiotial,  §6,500. — 
The  total  appropriation  for  this  building  now  amounts  to  $111,500, 
which  includes  a  City  Council  appropriation  of  $45,000,  and  an  ap- 
propriation of  $60,000  made  by  the  School  Committee  in  1896.  This 
school-house,  situated  on  Chambers  and  Poplar  streets,  containing 
fourteen  rooms,  and  to  be  occupied  by  Primary  pupils,  is  rapidly 
approaching  completion,  and  will   be  available    for  use  about   Jan. 

1,  1898.  Its  cost  will  be  approximately  $111,500,  exclusive  of  fur- 
niture, and  it  will  provide  much-needed  relief  in  the  "Wells  District. 
It  has  been  named  the  Mayhew  School  to  continue  an  honored  name 
formerly  borne  by  an  old  school-house  in  that  section  of  the  city. 

Cudworth  School-house  lot,  grading,  §7,000.  —  The  plans  and 
specifications  for  grading  this  lot,  prepared  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Buildings,  were  approved  by  the  Board  Oct.  12,  1897,  and  on 
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Nov.  8,  1897,  the  contract  was  awarded  to  George  G.  Baker  &  Co., 
for  the  sum  of  $6,600.     The  work  is  not  yet  completed. 

Dillaway  School-house  lot,  grading,  §625.85.  —  The  Street  Com- 
missioners were  requested,  in  1896.  to  take  additional  land  for  the  en- 
largement of  this  lot.  Jan.  11,  1897,  notice  was  received  of  the  tak- 
ing of  1,604  square  feet,  but  notice  of  terms  of  settlement  has  not  yet 
been  received.  The  addition  has  been  graded  under  the  direction  of 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings,  at  an  expense  of  $625.85. 

New  Primary  School-house,  Vernon  Street,  Roxbury,  furnishing , 
§5,000.  —  Proposals  for  furnishing  this  building  have  not  yet  been 
obtained. 

East  Boston  High  School-house,  site,  §58,000.  —  On  Nov.  9,  1897, 
after  the  various  requirements  of  chapter  202  of  the  Acts  of  1897  had 
been  duly  complied  with,  the  Board  voted  to  select  a  site  for  a  new 
building  for  the  East  Boston  High  School,  on  Marion,  Princeton,  and 
Saratoga  streets,  containing  about  25,000  square  feet.  Subsequently 
it  was  discovered  that  errors  had  been  made  in  the  dimensions  and 
quantities  of  land  to  be  taken,  and  on  Dec.  14,  1897,  an  order  was 
passed  by  the  Board  requesting  the  Street  Commissioners  to  take  a 
larger  amount  of  land  in  the  same  location,  containing  27,500  square 
feet.  This  order  was  approved  by  the  Mayor  on  Dec.  17,  1897, 
and  on  Dec.  28,  1897,  notice  of  taking  was  received  from  the  Street 
Commissioners. 

On  Nov.  23,  1897,  the  Board  selected  John  Lyman  Faxon  archi- 
tect for  the  new  building  to  be  erected  on  this  site,  and  he  is  now 
engaged  in  the  preparation  of  plans  therefor.  No  appropriation  has 
as  yet  been  made  for  this  building. 

West  Roxbury  High  School-house,  addition,  §150,000.  —  June  26, 
1897,  the  firm  of  Andrews,  Jaques,  &  Rantoul  was  selected  by  the 
Board  to  prepare  plans  for  an  addition  to  the  present  building. 
Their  preliminary  sketches  have  been  submitted  to  and  approved  by 
this  committee,  and  they  are  now  completing  regular  plans  and 
specifications  which  will  shortly  be  presented  for  the  approval  of  the 
Board. 

New  Dorchester  High  School-house,  §42,000.  —  The  site  for  this 
building  on  Talbot  avenue  and  Centre  street  was  acquired  and  paid 
for  in  1896.  June  26,  1897,  the  Board  selected  Hartwell,  Richard- 
son, &  Driver  as  architects,  who  have  recently  submitted  prelim- 
inary sketches  for  the  new  school-house  for  the  approval  of  this 
Committee. 

Blackinton  School-house  lot,  grading,  §5,982  {transfer  made 
Nov.  24,  1896,  of  unexpended  balance  of  another  appropriation). — 
Plans  for  grading  and   paving  the  yard  of  this  school-house  were 
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prepared  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Buildings  and  approved 
by  the  Board,  Nov.  24,  189G.  On  Jan.  6,  1897,  the  contract  was 
awarded  to  Pierce  F.  Lonergan  &  Co.,  for  the  sum  of  $4,439.  The 
work  is  not  yet  completed. 

Aberdeen  District  School-house.  —  The  sum  of  $22,250,  being  the 
balance,  of  an  appropriation  made  by  the  City  Council  previous  to 
1895,  is  being  expended  under  the  direction  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  the  erection  of  a  two-room  wooden  school-house  on 
Chestnut  Hill  avenue  and  Chiswick  road,  Brighton  District.  The 
plans  for  this  building,  prepared  by  Lewis  H.  Bacon,  architect,  were 
approved  by  the  Board  Dec.  8,  1896,  and  on  Feb.  18,  1897,  the 
building  contract  was  awarded  to  A.  B.  Murdough,  for  the  sum  of 
$11,350.  On  the  same  date  the  plumbing  contract  was  awarded  to 
W.  N.  McKenna  &  Co.,  for  the  sum  of  $945,  and  on  Sept.  14,  1897, 
the  heating  and  ventilating  contract  was  awarded  to  Cleghorn  Eglee 
Co.,  for  the  sum  of  $1,468.  Total  amount  of  contracts,  $13,763. 
This  building  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  a  few  weeks. 

These  statements  show  that  a  large  portion  of  the  $400,000  avail- 
able this  year  (not  including  the  additional  $250,000  to  be  expended 
for  High  School  purposes)  will  have  been  spent  for  the  completion 
of  work  undertaken  previous  to  1897.  In  fact,  it  has  been  possible 
to  place  but  one  school-house  under  contract  this  year,  aside  from 
the  Aberdeen  District  building,  the  cost  of  which  is  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  viz.  :  the  Paul  Revere ;  but  it  should  be  remembered  that 
this  school-house  will  cost  a  much  larger  sum  than  any  Primary  or 
Grammar  building  heretofore  erected  by  the  city  of  Boston,  and  is  a 
fire-proof  building.  There  are,  however,  sundry  unexpended  bal- 
ances on  completed  work  undertaken  previous  to  1897,  amounting  in 
the  aggregate  to  $13,348.76,  which  are  available  for  transfer. 

The  following  is  a  statement  of  what  has  been  accomplished  with 
regard  to  the  enlargement  of  existing  sites  and  the  acquirement  of 
new  during  the  year  1897,  in  connection  with  which  no  appropriations 
have  been  made  during  the  current  year. 

Robinson-street  School-house,  enlargement  of  lot.  —  On  Jan.  4, 
1897,  the  Street  Commissioners  were  requested  to  take  approximately 
19,334  square  feet  for  the  enlargement  of  this  lot.  At  the  following 
meeting  of  the  Board  —  Jan.  11,  1897  —  an  order  was  passed  request- 
ing them  to  abstain  from  taking  until  further  action  by  the  Board,  and 
at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  —  Jan.  14,  1897  —  an  order  was 
passed  requesting  His  Honor  the  Mayor  to  return  without  his  ap- 
proval the  original  order  requesting  the  Street  Commissioners  to 
take.  The  Mayor,  however,  approved  the  order  on  Aug.  31,  1897. 
No  notice  of  taking  yet  received. 
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Old  Gibson  School-house  lot,  enlargement,  School  Street,  Dorchester. 
—  April  13,  1897,  the  Street  Commissioners  were  requested  to  take 
additional  land  for  the  enlargement  of  this  lot.  Nov.  9,  1897,  notice 
was  received  of  the  taking  of  7,223  square  feet  for  this  purpose.  No. 
notice  of  terms  of  settlement  yet  received. 

Gilbert  Stuart  School-house  lot,  enlargement.  —  Owing  to  an  error 
in  the  construction  of  a  wall  in  connection  with  the  grading  of  this 
school-house  lot,  it  was  deemed  expedient  to  take  a  small  additional 
strip  of  land,  containing  about  127  square  feet.  Sept.  28,  1897,  the 
Board  passed  an  order  requesting  the  Street  Commissioners  to  take  this 
land ;  and  on  Nov.  23,  1897,  notice  was  received  of  the  taking.  The 
terms  of  settlement  have  not  yet  been  concluded. 

South  Boston  High  School,  site.  —  An  understanding  with  regard 
to  the  payment  to  be  made  for  the  "reservoir  site"  was  finally 
arrived  at,  and  on  Sept.  7,  1897,  the  Board  voted  to  request  the 
Street  Commissioners  to  take  a  designated  portion  of  that  lot,  the 
understanding  being  that  the  School  Committee  should  pay  therefor 
the  sum  of  30  cents  per  square  foot.  This  action  was  promptly  ap- 
proved by  the  Mayor;  and  on  Sept.  28,  1897,  notice  was  received  of 
the  taking  of  52,926-120-  square  feet  for  High  School  purposes.  For- 
mal notice  of  terms  of  settlement  was  received  on  Nov.  9,  1897,  and 
the  payment  of  $15,877.86  approved.  In  1895  the  School  Commit- 
tee had  appropriated  the  sum  of  $50,000  for  a  High  School  site  in 
South  Boston,  of  which  appropriation  there  now  remains  an  unex- 
pended balance  of  $24,122.14. 

On  Nov.  9,  1897,  the  Board  selected  Mr.  Herbert  D.  Hale  as  the 
architect  of  the  new  building,  and  he  is  now  engaged  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  plans  therefor. 

Bailey-street  School-house  lot,  enlargement.  — The  City  Council 
recently  appropriated  the  sum  of  $12,000  for  the  enlargement  of  this 
lot,  and  on  Nov.  9,  1897,  the  School  Committee  passed  an  order 
requesting  the  Street  Commissioners  to  take  12,000  square  feet  of 
land  for  this  purpose. 

The  assertion  has  been  frequently  made  during  the  past  year  or 
two  that  hundreds  of  children  were  compelled  to  walk  the  streets  on 
account  of  insufficient  school  accommodations.  Careful  investiga- 
tions have  been  repeatedly  made  which  show  that  practically  all 
children  of  Grammar  School  age  have  been  and  are  now  provided  for ; 
but  many  of  our  schools  are  sadly  overcrowded,  and  a  number  of 
children  who  seek  admission  to  the  Kindergarten  and  to  the  Primary 
Schools  cannot  be  received.  If  the  increase  in  the  population  was 
evenly  distributed  throughout  the  city,  the  problem  of  providing  for 
the  school  children  would  be  greatly  simplified,  but  as  long  as  school- 
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houses  are  permanent  structures  and  cannot  be  shifted  from  place  to 
place,  it  will  he  impossible  to  make  the  supply  exactly  equal  to  the 
demand.  There  is  also  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  some  parents  to 
send  their  children  to  particular  schools  which  are  perhaps  crowded, 
while  buildings  but  a  short  distance  further  from  their  homes  could 
readily  receive  them.  Few  people  really  appreciate  the  rapid  growth 
of  the  city,  especially  in  the  suburban  districts,  where  little  home 
centres  spring  up  on  vacant  land  almost  in  a  night.  Money  must 
be  spent,  and  spent  freely,  to  keep  pace  with  the  increased  demand, 
and  while  we  feel  that  we  have  expended  the  appropriation  available 
to  the  best  possible  advantage,  we  desire  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
although  we  have  relieved  to  a  considerable  extent  the  current  needs 
of  Grammar  and  Primary  pupils,  yet  it  has  been  necessary  during  the 
past  year  to  rent  the  following  additional  accommodations  for  school 
colonies  :

For  the  financial  year  1897-98  the  School  Committee  requested 
exclusive  of  repairs,  the  sum  of  $2,250,000. 

The  City  Council  appropriated  only  $2,140,000,  which  proved 
insufficient  to  meet  the  expenses,  and  an  additional  appropriation  of 
$110,000  (the  amount  deducted  from  the  estimate)  was  requested 
and  allowed. 

For  the  financial  year  1898-99,  to  cover  the  same  items,  the  sum  of 
$2,440,000  will  be  needed,  as  shown  by  the  estimates  herewith  sub- 
mitted. 

These  estimates  are  made  up  on  the  same  basis  as  were  those  of 
last  year,  and  the  care  taken  in  their  preparation  is  shown  to  some 
extent  by  the  result  of  the  expenditures  for  the  year  just  closed,  as 
compared  with  the  estimates  submitted  Dec.  22,  1896,  which  were  as 
follows  :

Of  the  amount  requested  $1,964,000,  or  very  nearly  80  per  cent., 
is  needed  to  pay  salaries  of  instructors.  This  item  is  largely 
increased  not  only  by  the  natural  yearly  growth  of  the  schools,  but 
more  particularly  by  the  increased  compensation  allowed  instructors 
in  the  new  schedule  of  salaries  adopted  by  the  School  Board. 

The  remaining  items  included  in  the  estimates  submitted,  viz.  : 
salaries  of  officers,  salaries  of  janitors,  fuel,  gas,  and  water,  inci- 
dentals and  supplies,  show  but  a  slight  increase  as  compared  with 
last  year,  and  not  more  than  is  warranted  by  the  additional  school 
accommodations  acquired  and  the  natural  increase  in  the  number  of 
pupils. 

The  amount  requested  for  ordinary  expenses  under  the  head  of 
"Public  Buildings,  School  Expenses,"  for  repairs,  etc.,  is  $250,000, 
which  in  comparison  with  the  annual  expense  in  previous  years  is  a 
moderate  estimate. 

For  the  special  appropriation  "  Extraordinary  Repairs  "  the  sum  of 
$968,789  is  called  for,  principally  for  improving  the  sanitary  condi- 
tion of  school-houses,  ventilation,  and  renewing  the  heating-apparatus 
in  many  of  our  school  buildings  as  required  by  law. 

The  committees  having  charge  of  the  preparation  of  these  esti- 
mates have  endeavored  to  furnish  them  in  detail  as  completely  as 
possible.  In  their  opinion  the  entire  amount  requested  is  needed 
and  should  be  granted.

Ordered,  That  the  President  of  the  School  Committee 
be  hereby  authorized  to  petition  the  General  Court  at  its 
session  commencing  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January 
next,  for  an  amendment  to  section  7  of  chapter  241  of 
the  Acts  of  1875,  so  as  to  provide  that  at  the  election 
occurring  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight, 
the  School  Committee  shall  elect  a  Superintendent  and 
two  Supervisors  for  the  term  of  three  years,  two  Super- 
visors for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  two  Supervisors 
for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  that  thereafter  the  School 
Committee  shall  annually  elect  two  Supervisors  for  the 
term  of  three  years,  and  shall  triennially  elect  a  Super- 
intendent who  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  three 
years.

modations. 
In  this  district    50  children  are  now  without    school  privileges. 

One  Grammar  and  one  Primary  cla!*s  divide  the  use  of  the  hall,  giving 
to  neither  the  advantage  to  which  it  is  entitled.  Were  a  new  eight- 
room  Primary  building  now  ready  for  occupancy  there  would  not  be 
more  than  two  rooms  available  for  future  growth,  viz.,  one  in  the 
Grammar  building  and  one  in  the  Williams  Primary  School-house. 
A  suitable  site  should  be  secured  without  delay,  and  a  new  building 
erected  as  quickly  as  possible. 

HUGH    O'BRIEN    DISTRICT. 

The  situation  in  this  district  is  perplexing,  and  the  problems  pre- 
sented difficult  of  solution.  The  Grammar  building,  with  a  normal 
capacity  for  784  pupils,  is  occupied  by  870  pupils,  and  a  wooden 
building  in  the  yard  contains  112  pupils,  making  a  total  of  982  Gram- 
mar pupils ;  and  at  the  present  time  a  class  of  30  pupils  is  accommo- 
dated in  the  hall  and  another  of  5G  in  the  basement.  The  class  to 
be  graduated  from  the  Grammar  School  in  1898  will  number  about 
114,  and  at  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September  next  about  240 
pupils  will  enter  the  Grammar  School  from  the  Primary  Schools, 
making  126  additional  pupils  for  which  Grammar  School  accommoda- 
tions must  be  provided.  The  basement  is  a  totally  unfit  place  for  a 
class-room,  and  the  56  pupils  at  present  accommodated  there  should 
be  removed.  This  will  make  a  total  number  of  about  1,108 
pupils  who  will  require  Grammar  School  accommodations  in  Sep- 
tember, 1898. 

The  situation  in  the  Primary  School  buildings  is  fully  as  serious. 
There  are  336  pupils  at  present  in  the  George-street  Primary  School- 
house ;  448  pupils  in  the  Howard  -avenue  Primary  School-house  and 
annex;  and  112  pupils  in  the  stores  recently  hired,  making  a  total  of 
896  pupils.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  the  George-street 
Primary  School-house  is  unfit  for  its  present  use,  being  almost  en- 
tirely surrounded  by  factories  and  removed  from  the  residential  sec- 
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tion.  This  property  should  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  invested  in 
land  in  the  vicinity  of  Clifton  street,  on  which  should  be  erected  a 
ten-room  Primary  School-house.  With  the  George-street  building 
closed,  and  a  new  ten-room  Primary  School-house  ready  for  occu- 
pancy Sept.  1,  1898,  nine  classes  would  seek  admission,  and  the  three 
stores  on  Dudley  street  now  occupied  for  school  purposes  could  be 
given  up.  In  the  opinion  of  your  committee  a  Grammar  School- 
house  in  the  suburban  districts  should  not  contain  more  than  1,000 
scholars.  The  present  and  future  growth  of  this  district  and  the 
Lewis  District  is  southerly  and  westerly,  both  entering  a  territory 
that  is  being  rapidly  covered  with  dwelling-houses,  and  that  will  soon 
contain  a  very  large  additional  school  population.  In  the  judgment 
of  your  committee  a  new  Grammar  district  should  be  formed  from  a 
portion  of  the  Lewis  and  Hugh  O'Brien  Districts  and  a  sixteen-room 
Grammar  School-house  provided  therefor. 

LEWIS    DISTRICT. 

The  situation  in  the  Lewis  District  demands  prompt  and  careful 
attention.  Every  school-house  is  crowded,  and  the  school  population 
now  numbers  nearly  1,700  pupils,  and  is  daily  increasing.  Your  com- 
mittee are  convinced  that  the  present  membership  of  this  district  is 
too  large,  and  that  a  new  district  should  be  established  for  its  relief, 
as  suggested  in  this  report. 

MARTIN    DISTRICT. 

During  the  past  three  years  the  Martin  School  has  increased  from 
eleven  classes,  with  an  average  attendance  of  440  pupils  in  1896,  to 
fourteen  classes,  with  718  pupils  at  the  present  time.  The  rooms  in 
this  building  are  small  and  so  crowded  that  a  sufficient  amount  of 
fresh  air  for  the  health  of  teachers  and  pupils  is  not  available.  The 
present  opening  up  of  large  estates  for  the  building  of  houses  prom- 
ises, in  the  opinion  of  good  judges,  a  large  increase  in  the  school 
population  within  a  very  short  time,  and  increased  accommodations 
should  be  provided  without  delay.  The  present  building  should  be 
devoted  to  the  use  of  Kindergarten,  Primary,  and  Manual  Training 
Schools,  and  a  new  Grammar  building  should  be  erected. 

To  carry  out  the  suggestions  made  in  the  preceding  report,  your 
committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  orders : 

1.  Ordered,  That  a  new  eight-room  Primary  School  Building  be 
erected  in  the  George  Putnam  District,  on  a  site  to  be  selected  by  the 
Committee  on  School  Houses  and  the  Seventh  Division  Committee. 

2.  Ordered,  That  a  new  ten-room  Primary  School  Building  be 
erected  in  the  Hugh  O'Brien  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Clifton  street. 
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3.  Ordered,  That  a  new  Grammar  district  be  created  from  the 
southerly  portion  of  the  Hugh  O'Brien  and  Lewis  Districts,  and  a 
sixteen-room  Grammar  School-house  erected  therein,  on  a  site  to  be 
determined  by  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  and  the  Seventh 
Division  Committee. 

4.  Ordered,  That  a  new  eight-room  Primary  School-house  be 
erected  in  the  Lewis  District  on  Munroe  street. 

5.  Ordered,  That  a  suitable  site  be  selected  in  the  Martin  Dis- 
trict by  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  and  the  Seventh  Division 
Committee,  and  a  Grammar  School  building  erected  thereon.

The  past,  present,  and  evident  future  growth  of  this  district 
demands  more  than  attention  to  its  immediate  wants.  During  the 
two  years  from  September,  1895,  — when  the  new  Grammar  building 
was  first  occupied,  — to  September,  1897,  the  district  has  increased  in 
school  population  nearly  thirty-three  per  cent.  Should  the  present 
ratio  continue  for  the  two  following  years  —  and  the  argument  favors 
a  still  greater  increase  —  the  district  will  contain  not  less  than 
2,000  pupils  in  September,  1899,  or  about  500  more  than  are  pro- 
vided for  by  present  buildings.  It  is  evident  that  a  large  Grammar 
School  building  and  an  eight-room  Primary  School-house  should 
be  ready  for  occupancy  by  September,  1899.  The  new  Gram- 
mar School-house  should  be  erected  on  the  lot  now  occupied  by 
the  Gibson  Primary  School-house  on  School  street,  and  to  avoid  de- 
priving the  classes  now  occupying  that  building  of  accommodations 
during  the  erection  of  the  new  school-house  another  Primary  School 
building  should  be  constructed  during  the  year  1898. 

HENRY   L.    PIERCE    DISTRICT. 

The  new  Grammar  School-house  opened  in  1892  is  full.  The 
Primary  School  building  on  Thetford  street,  enlarged  in  189G,  is  also 
full,  and  its  capacity  should  again  be  increased  by  the  addition  of 
another  win**. 
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ROGER    CLAP    DISTRICT. 

A  ten-room  Grammar  School  building,  with  accommodations  for  392 
Grammar  and  168  Primary  pupils,  was  dedicated  in  April  of  this  year. 
At  the  opening  of  the  school,  434  Grammar  and  190  Primary  scholars 
applied  for  admission,  an  excess  of  64  over  the  seating  capacity  of 
the  house.  The  lines  of  the  district  have  been  changed,  and  60 
Grammar  scholars  transferred  to  the  John  A.  Andrew  School,  yet 
there  are  to-day  connected  with  the  school  680  Grammar  and  Primary 
pupils  accommodated  as  follows :  439  Grammar  and  190  Primary 
scholars  in  the  Grammar  building,  and  a  class  of  5 1  in  the  Edward 
Everett  District. 

At  the  present  rate  of  increase  in  school  population  there  will  be 
not  less  than  900  scholars  in  the  district  by  the  1st  of  January,  1899. 
It  is  manifest  that  increased  accommodations  must  be  provided  with- 
out delay. 

TILESTON     DISTRICT. 

All  the  school-rooms  in  this  district  are  crowded.  Children  are 
prevented  from  attending  school  for  this  reason,  and  on  account  of 
the  great  distance  from  their  homes  to  the  school-house.  This 
district  —  one  of  the  largest  territorially  in  the  city  —  is  being  rapidly 
covered  with  a  multitude  of  houses  that  will  within  a  very  few  years 
furnish  a  school  population  that  must  be  cared  for.  That  two  new 
Grammar  School  buildings  will  be  needed  within  five  years  cannot  be 
disputed.  Ordinary  business  sagacity  would  justify  the  purchase  of 
land  without  delay  in  anticipation  of  the  continuous  advance  in  value 
of  real  estate. 

Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  follow- 
ing orders : 

1.  Ordered,  That  a  two-room  wooden  building  be  erected  in  the 
yard  of  the  Old  Gibson  School-house,  on  School  street,  Dorchester. 

2.  Ordered,  That  an  eight-room  Primary  School  building  be 
erected  in  the  Christopher  Gibson  District,  on  the  westerly  side  of 
the  New  England  Railroad.
